Year after year, our Reformatory herd at Green Bay make a tremendous herd average for a herd of its 
size, the last two years piling up averages which we believe to be unequalled by any other herd of over 100 
head. The figures are: 





1944—116 Head—15759 Lbs. Milk 3.5% 553.3 Lbs. Fat 
1945—119 Head—16141 Lbs. Milk 3.5% 567.0 Lbs. Fat 


For the calendar year ending February 1, 1946, the production of the 119 
cows in the Reformatory herd was 1,920,827 lbs. of 3.5% milk, Had each 
of these cows produced 2 lbs. of milk more per day for the year, the total 
would have been over two million—that’s how close this herd came to the 
two million mark. 


All of our State Institution Herds are maintaining the high standards of past years. You may remember 
that for 1944 the 852 cows in our State Herds averaged 12m 353 lbs. milk, 3.5%, 432.35 lbs. fat. We hope 
to be able to present our 1945 figures in an early issue. 

If the information we have derived from our years of testing and herd development can be of any service 
to breeders in our own state or in other states, we hope they will call on us. The experience of our Farm 
Supervisor and of our many successful herdsmen is at the service of the Holstein public at all times.

The Dairy Situation 


By C. Y. CANNON, lowa 


During the next half hour I wish 
to set forth as best I can the situa- 
tion that the dairy industry now finds 
itself in particularly as it relates to 
dairying, milk production and the 
dairy farmer, and point out some of 
the pressures that are now and will 
be on it. My next task will be to 
make some prediction as to what the 
immediate future holds for the milk 
producer though I realize that pre- 
dictions rarely are exactly fulfilled. 


During the past six years we have 
entered into and finished a world 
war. The effects of which have been 
tremendous on our industry. Farmers 
were placed under a patriotic urge 
to produce farm products as never 
before and this, in the face of an 
increasing farm labor shortage as 
young men were drafted into the 
army from the farms and older help 
was attracted by high wages and 
government propaganda to enter 
shipbuilding yards, airplane plants, 
and other special war industries. 


Dairy Farmers Responded 


The response of farmers was al- 
most magical, for much of what they 
accomplished was thought outside 
the realm of possibility. Let’s see 
what really happened in the milk 
production business during’ these 
years. In 1940 it was estimated that 
there were 24,926,000 milk cows on 
the farms of the United States. These 
numbers were increased each of the 
war years—1941 to 1944 with the 
largest number of milk cows for the 
United States, 27,607,000, being 
milked in 1944. In 1945 with the 
war pressure being relieved and farm- 
ers realizing they needed some rest, 
the number of cows being milked de- 
clined slightly to 25,700,000 cows. 


Milk production during these years 
also increased markedly. The aver- 
age annual production of milk in 
1940 was a little over 109 billion lbs. 
but by 1942 the production had al- 
most reached 120 billion pounds of 
milk. There was a slight decline in 
milk yield during the two following 
years but in 1945 milk production 
reached the all time peak of about 
123 billion pounds. It is interesting 
to note that during 1945 in the face 
of a slight decrease in the number of 
milk cows in the United States dairy 
farmers were able to produce more 
milk than ever before through good 
feeding arid care. 


Changes in Milk Usage 


During these years of war the pat- 
tern of milk usage changed. Whereas 
before the war approximately forty

per cent of our total milk production 
was used to furnish butter for the 
American people, this figure annually 
became smaller through the war 
years. In 1941 about 115% billion 
pounds of milk were produced while 
in 1945 over 123 billion pounds of 
milk were produced. In spite of the 
increased milk production 471% mil- 
lion pounds less butter were manu- 
factured in 1945 as compared to 
1941. This amounts to a reduction 
in the creamery production of butter 
of 25% from 1941 to 1945. After 
the needs of the armed forces were 
met, civilians had 43% less butter 
in 1945 when compared with 1941. 
During these years milk has gradu- 
ally been diverted from making but- 
ter to use as fluid milk for home use, 
to making ice cream and cheese and 
to the production of cream. The 
soldier and the civilian have learned 
to value milk as a beverage as never 


before. They like its taste and rec- 
ognize its valuable health giving 
properties. Even though milk con- 


sumption has increased measurably, 
nutritionists declare that milk con- 
sumption by the people of the United 
States is far from having reached its 
most desirable level from a health 
standpoint. 


The loss of the butter market, al- 
though it was forced on the industry 
partly through government manipu- 
lation and partly through the inabil- 
ity of dairy farmers to produce ade- 
quate quantities of milk to supply 
the needs of all dairy products, has 
left its mark in Iowa and other but- 
ter producing states. All together 
about 850 creameries have ceased 
operation since 1941. In Iowa it is 
estimated that 25 butter plants dis- 
continued churning butter in favor 
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of the sale of sweet cream during last 
December alone and that during the 
war years at least 150 creameries in 
Iowa have changed to selling most 
of their receipts as sweet cream. 


The Minnesota situation is similar 
to Iowa for it is estimated that one 
half the creameries of that state 
which are now operating have shifted 
from butter to sale of butterfat in 
the form of bulk cream. In Wiscon- 
sin it is reported that from 85 to 90 
percent of the available sweet cream 
is being sold as bulk cream instead 
of being processed into butter. 


There are some who hope that 
these shifts in the manner dairy 
products are being marketed will re- 
vert to their old pattern but stu- 
dents of these trends hold that al- 
though there will be some modifica- 
tions under peace time conditions the 
longer time trends clearly indicate 
a growing use of whole milk and the 
dairy products which use whole milk 
in them. 


The per capita consumption of but- 
ter dropped from about 16.9 pounds 
before the war to about 12.4 pounds 
during 1945. It is always difficult 
to recover a lost market such as this, 
but surveys indicate that the public 
still wants butter and will probably 
consume all that can be produced 
during the next 5 or 6 years even 
though we are able to supply it. 


Demand Will Continue 


There is also a fear that our milk 
production has reached such a high 
peak that unless some curtailment 
on its production is made we are in- 
evitably going to run into large sur- 
pluses. I am not one with this fear. — 
Although milk _ production rose 
rather rapidly at the beginning of the 
war, increase of milk production has 
not continued at the same pace since. 
On the other hand, the population of 
the United States has steadily been 
rising through these years. Sur- 
pluses are not made through total 
yield but they are made when pro- 
duction per person gets out of line. 
Our milk production per capita dur- 
ing the years 1936 to 1940 had 
reached 824 pounds. In 1941 it 
reached 859 pounds per person, in 
1942, 876 pounds per person, in 
1943, 856 pounds per person, 1944, 
852 pounds per person, 1945, the 
year of our peak production, it rose 
to 875 pounds per person which is 
not as high as it was in 1942. Popu- 
lation and demand for milk per per- 
son are rising much faster than pro- 
duction of milk will probably rise. 

The policy of the government 
through this war period has been to 
stimulate the production of dairy 
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products through a system of price 
control while at the same time regu- 
lations have been put on the prices 
at which dairy products are sold to 
the consuming public. The device 
used by the government to increase 
prices to farmers in order to stimu- 
late production while at the same 
time prices to the consumers were 
held in check was through the use 
of subsidies. At the present time 
there is being paid by the govern- 
ment to the dairy farmer in Iowa 
60c per cwt. for milk when sold as 
fluid milk and 17c per pound butter- 
fat when butterfat is sold. No defin- 
ite announcement has been made as 
to exactly what is going to happen 
relative to the future payments of 
subsidies on dairy products, although 
if Congress does not act, these sub- 
sidies will be removed by the middle 
of 1946. What the policy of OPA 
will be in controlling butterfat and 
milk prices if an when the subsidies 
are removed no one can predict. In- 
evitably if the production of milk 
products is to be maintained either 
the subsidies must be retained or a 
marked increase in dairy products 
prices must be allowed. I look for 
no severe price drops in the milk 
market. Demand for dairy products 
of all sorts will be maintained even 
though there is some recession in 
labor employment. 

Generally during the war years we 
have been blessed with abundant 
crops and a large supply of feed, part 
of which was hold-over grain from 
the depression years preceding the 
war. Although war hostilities have 
ceased, milk, meat and eggs are still 
needed in greater than normal quan- 
tities and to meet these anticipated 
demands large quantities of feeds 
will be required by our farm animals. 
A recent estimate of feed needs and 
available supplies, which was made 
under government direction, indi- 
cates that we are faced with a 2 
percent shortage (2,181,000 tons) of 
grains and mill feeds and a 15 per- 
cent shortage of protein feeds 
(1,975,000 tons). With poultry, 
hogs and beef cattle all competing in 
a short market for these items, it is 
easy to predict that the milk flow 
of the coming year will show some 
decline over last year. 

Factors Affecting Milk Consumption 

Although before the war many peo- 
ple realized the value of dairy prod- 
ucts in the human diet, their num- 
bers have been increased markedly in 


the war years. The men in the 
armed services were constantly told 
that their good health was depen- 


dent upon the consumption of large 
amounts of dairy products’ which 
were generously supplied every day. 
Even emergency rations used in the 
front lines of battle carried their full 
share of milk products in the form 
of dried milk mixed in coffee, choco- 
late, bread and candy. 

Government propaganda to civil- 
ians also extolled the virtue of dairy 
products. In addition and constantly 
over the years, we find the educa- 
tional program of the National Dairy 
Council at work with children and 
adults driving home to the public 
mind the need of using more milk, 
butter, cheese and ice cream as pro- 
tective factors in their nutrition. 
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Importance of A.D.A. 


Born in the late depression years 
before the war, but obtaining its 
growth during the war years, is an- 
other agency which at present exerts 
a large effect upon the dairy busi- 
ness. Milk producers sponsored and 
now support the American Dairy As- 
sociation. Through this agency the 
American dairy farmer is telling the 
public about the goedness of dairy 
products in magazines, newspapers 
and over the radio. Never before 
has the milk producer had a mouth- 
piece through which he could speak 
to the public in forceful terms. The 
American Dairy Association is sup- 
ported and sustained by the state 
organizations and dairy commis- 
sions who are carrying on a constant

campaign within each state testify- 
ing to the goodness of milk and its 
vital need in the human diet. 

These agencies are stimulating 
manufacturers and distributors of 
dairy products to advertise their own 
brands of dairy products. Dairy 
farmers, I imagine, are conscious of 
the vast increase in full-page ad- 
vertisements of dairy products in 
national magazines and of radio 
sponsored programs advertising cer- 
tain brands of national and local 
dairy products. Newspapers also 
carry their share of dairy products 
advertisements sponsored by local 
plants. 

Other Factors are at Work 

Education and advertising will un- 
doubtedly change the pattern of the 
publiec’s buying so that milk sales 
will not fluctuate as greatly with the 
national income as it has in the past. 
People will come to realize more and 
more that in providing their food 
budget, milk and other dairy prod- 
ucts are the first things to buy and 


that for adequate protection the 
amount must not be cut. 
The government sponsored school 


milk program has gained such a hold 
on every community where it has 
been in effect because of the fine re- 
sults from it, that it will be contin- 
ued and spread into new areas. This, 
too, will create more demand for 
milk and prevent any large surpluses 
from appearing soon. 

Funds are being provided an- 
nually by government supported ex- 
periment stations and by such agen- 
cies as the American Dairy Associa- 
tion to critically test the nutritional 
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values of milk and other dair 
ucts in the human diet. 
truths about their worth are Made 
known it will become more easy to 
convince the public as to their need 
for consuming them. 


The farm labor shortage during 
the war years has taught farmers 
new ways of doing their work, larger 
use of machinery, new management 
practices and other ways of Saving 
labor. There has been a phenomena} 
rise in the use of milking maching 
on dairy farms. This change jp 
milking methods is having its jp. 
fluence on dairy herds. Farmesy & 
who formerly found it difficult to 
milk 5 or 6 cows by hand are now 
able to milk 10 and 12 cows with 
no more effort. 


The labor situation on farms js 
easing. Many farm boys who went 
away to war are returning to the 
farm. The shut-down of war indus. 
tries is causing a trend towards ip- 
creased farm labor which probably 
will be accelerated as the country 
settles back into normal and routine 
production of public goods. } 
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Future Prospects 


I am one who believes that the 
future of dairying is very bright both 
for the United States and for Iowa. 
The factors on which I base my belief 
are as follows: 


1. There will continue to be a 
large demand for dairy products 
especially for fluid milk, ice cream, 
cheese and butter, though supplies of 
butter may not be adequately pro- | 
duced in this country. During the | 
last twenty years there has been a | 
constant and annual increase in the 4 
use of dairy products per capita in 
the United States. I expect this 
trend to continue and with our inevit- 
able rise in population the demand 
for more production of dairy prod- 
ucts will increase. 


2. The recognition of dairy prod- 

ucts as essential to good nutrition r 
will be written in the minds of the 
people of the United States through 
Government agencies who wish to 
improve the health and well-being of 
the common man. The National 
Dairy Council and the American 
Dairy Association will also support 
the efforts of the government in this 
cause. The money which is al- 
nually being provided for research 
work will result in much new proof 
showing the great value of dairy 
products in the nutritional well-being 
of humans. f

3. Already there is evidence that 
milking machines and other labor 
saving devices are taking drudgery 
out of the dairy business making it 
more attractive to the dairy farmer 
and the labor he will be forced to i 
hire. Labor, too, will want jobs and § 
dairying will provide them. 

The future will bring increased 
size to our milking herds. Dairymel 
will find it profitable to milk more 
cows when they use machinery and 
hire help which must be given reg 
lar hours. Although this change will 
be gradual, I believe it is inevitable. 

5. Immediately, it appears that we 
may be faced with some feed short 
ages, especially in concentrates.

‘ng to a gag, airplane poison 
is preven of all, because one 
drop is fatal. Literally, several poi- 
sons might be listed with this quali- 
fication, but the one we are thinking 
of is common on thousands of farms. 
We're not uiading about one drop 

i fatal, either. 
or the drug-store it is called hy- 
drocyanic acid. It is more com- 
monly known as prussic acid in the 
movies and detective thrillers. On 
the dairy farm, it is often unrecog- 
nized beyond the vague “something 
the cows ate that killed them”, The 
murderer is sometimes hard to con- 
vict, as it was one summer when I 
was a boy on the Wisconsin homé 
farm. 

During an exceptionally hot part 
of the summer, dad decided to clean 
out a particular “fence row” in the 
cow pasture. He reasoned that the 
heat would aid in the permanent 
destruction of assorted weeds, 
chokecherry bushes, brambles and 
saplings that were flourishing there. 
The cows, of course, Were soon at- 
tracted by our activities. The leafy 
portions of the mess were tossed 
over the fence so the cows could eat 
the ones they preferred. To make a 
long story short, three of the cows 
died across the fence from us that 
afternoon. They just staggered a 
little, started panting and frothing 
at the mouth, laid down and died. 
Dad thought it might be the heat. 
No plants were involved that the 


cows had not been eating since they - 


were calves. Anyway, we kept the 
rest of the brush on our side of the 
fence. 

Some years iater, as a young man 
in Kansas, I helped drag sixteen 
dead range cows out of a sudan grass 
field that they had broken into, In 
this case, there was no question 
about what had killed the cows. The 
same thing had evidently happened 
before on that particular ranch. It 
had been a dry, hot summer, the 
sudan grass was short and stunted 
looking. ‘“Prussic acid’’, explained 
the superintendent. ‘“‘Drouth always 
makes sudan grass poisonous for 
some reason’. It wails years later 
that I found out what the reason was. 
About that 


' reason, and our cows 
dying along the fence row, more 
later. 


In their Leaflet No. 88, the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture lists 
eight common and widely distrib- 
uted plants that may cause prussic 


acid poisoning. The list includes 
Sudan graiss, Christmasberry, flax, 
Johnson grass, arrow grass, sor- 


ghum, wild black cherry, and choke- 
cherry. There are many others not 
80 well-known. 

These plants are all alike in one 
respect. Under normal conditions, 


there is little, if any, prussic acid 
present in them. However, and this 
———

"Airplane Poison” 


is the joker in the deck, they do con- 
tain two other compounds; the glu- 
coside, amygdalin, and a ferment, 
emulsin. These two combine to form 
prussic acid when conditions are 
right, though each is harmless alone. 
Let’s look at the conditions that 
favor the formation of the cyanide. 

According to Milks Veterinary 
Pharmacology, prussic acid develops 
only when the normal growth of the 
plant has been stopped or interrupt- 
ed. Factors would be cutting, wilt- 
ing, drouth, frost, trampling, bruis- 
ing, etc. And therein lies the answer 
to why our cows died along the fence 
when I was a boy. 

The wilted chokecharry leaves 
contained already formed prussic 
acid, due to the combination of the 
glucoside and ferment. As a result, 
the cows died, but quick. The other 
cows evidently had not had a chance 
to eat of the fatal leaves, or at least, 
not enough of them. Eating the 
green leaves of growing chokecher- 
ries had never harmed the animals 
because those leaves had not con- 
tained prussic acid, just the two un- 
combined compounds. Prussic acid 
was not formed in the stomachs from 
the green leaves after chewing and 
bruising because of the many factors 
in the paunch that retarded prussic 
acid formation. A few such retard- 
ing factors are glucose, starch, alka- 
linity, and some feeds like alfalfa 
hay and linseed cake. 

The business of why the Kansas 
Shorthorns died when they broke 
into the sudan grass becomes com- 
plicated. First of all, it raises the 
question of why cows do not always 
die when they break into sudan 
grass fields, especially drouth strick- 
en crops. Let’s see what the experts 
say. 

To begin with, there’s the jstage of 
growth to be considered. According 
to the Wisconsin workers, the cya- 
nide content is highest in the earlier 
stages of sudan grass growth. They 
believe drouth is a factor only when 
the plants are short and dark green. 
Because of the drouth, the plants are 
unable to grow beyond the high cya- 
nide content stage, and remain poi- 
sonous for much longer periods than 
usual. So far, no one has succeeded 
in furnishing a better explanation. 
This theory applies to all of the 
eyanide forming or cyanogenetic 
plants. In line with these findings, 
they recommend that sudan grass be 
at least eighteen inches tall before 
being pastured. The cyanide content 
at this stage is so low as to no longer 
be dangerous. Many other workers 
support the belief that cyanide con- 
tent is much lower in mature plants 
than in young ones. 

Then there is the matter of soil 
fertility, as a factor. It has been 
amply demonstrated that plants 
grown on poor soil contain more cy- 
anide than those grown on good soil, 
if the nitrogen is relatively more 
plentiful than phosphorus. The Ne- 
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braska 
agreed that nitrogen increased cya- 


and Wisconsin workers 
nide content, that phosphorus de- 
creased it, and that potash had no 
effect on it. These results were only 
applicable to young plants, and the 
decrease by phosphorus addition is 
attributed to more rapid growth past 
the danger stage. In this way, ni- 
trogen was used up for plant growth 
that might have accumulated to form 
prussic acid forerunners. The nitro- 
gen did not increase cyanide in older 
Plants. The results would suggest 
a carefully balanced fertilizer pro- 
gram for cyanogenetic plants. 

In the course of experiments, 
many questions were accurately and 
correctly answered. A few sample 
question are listed. 

Why does frost make sudan grass 
poisonous? 

Is second growth more poisonous 
than the first? 

Why is hay nonpoisonous, when 
plant growth has been stopped? 

Is it safe to make silage out of 
cyanogenetic crops? 

The answers to these and a host 
of other questions are all derived 
from the work on the stage of growth 
and the influence of soil fertility. 
Let’s have a look at those sample 
questions. 

Manges of Kansas believed that 
frost increased the cyanide content 
of sudan grass, but the Wisconsin 
workers disagreed with him. Their 
experiments showed that there was 
no change after freezing, If frost 
came on a short new growth where 
the cyanide content was already high, 
it would be equally high after frost, 
and capable of killing cows. Or, if 
favorable weather were to follow a 
frost, the plants might send out new 
shoots high in cyanide, and they, 
too, might kill livestock if eaten. In 
either case, it might easily be de- 
duced that the frost had made the 
plants more poisonous, but such a 
belief is erroneous. 

Much the same answer may be 
given to the second question, for a 
succeeding growth is not more 
poisonous than the first growth at a 
similar stage. In both cases the 
short, dark green, young growth is 
apt to be high in cyanide, which de- 
creases as the plants attain growth. 

The question on hay is answered, 
too, by referring to the age of the 
plantis. As a rule, sudan is not cut 
for hay until it is well above 
eighteen inches tall, by which time 
the cyanide content is low. for a 
time it was believed that air drying 
and sun curing reduced the cyanide 
content of the cyanogenetic plants. 
Repeated tests. however, have shown 
that this is untrue. If the plants 
were high in cyanide at cutting time, 
the resulting hay was also shown to 
be high in cyanide. 

The same results have been noted 
in regard to the ensiling of such 
plants. The acid reactions of fer- 
mentation do not decrease the poi- 
sonous capabilities — at least not for 
several weeks after ensiling. Acharya

Better Hay-Preserving Methods 
Result in a Higher Vitamin A 
Content in Winter Milk 


Dairy farmers can produce milk in 
winter which will be as high in vita- 
min A value as summer milk, if 
they include sufficient carotene in 
the winter ration. Until such time 
as the market demand for high vita- 
min A milk brings the farmer an in- 
creased price for such milk, however, 
he must have other profitable incen- 
tives if he is to increase the vitamin 
A potency of his winter milk. 

Recent research by the Bureau of 
Dairy Industry shows that, although 
increasing the amount of carotene 
does not in itself result in a greater 
yield of milk, it is possible to im- 
prove the ordinary methods of pre- 
serving the hay crops and thus not 
only bring about an increased milk 
yield but reduce the losses of caro- 
tene in such crops. The greater 
yield of milk should make it more 
profitable to improve hay preserving 
methods, and the increased carotene 
content would incidentally improve 
the vitamin A value of the milk. 

During the year comparisons were 
made of the feeding value of alfalfa 
hay preserved as silage and as field- 
cured hay. The silage contained 21 
percent protein and the hay about 15 
percent per unit of dry matter. Cows 
on the silage produced 7.3 percent 
more milk than those on the field- 
cured hay. At the beginning of the 
feeding trials the silage contained 
9 times as much carotene as the hay, 
and as the trial proceeded the hay 
lost more carotene until at the end 
the silage contained nearly 14 times 
as much per unit of dry matter as the 
hay. Preserving alfalfa as silage 
avoids the loss of feeding value in 
field-cured hay that results from ex- 
posure to various weather conditions 
during curing and in storage. The 
higher carotene content of the silage 
resulted in a higher vitamin A po- 
tency in the milk. 


Inducing Calves to Eat Grain the 
First Week Saves Milk 

Since for economic reasons it is 
sometimes important to raise calves 
with as little milk as possible, the 
Bureau of Dairy Industry has been 
studying the effect of changing 
calves to a diet of skim milk immedi- 
ately after the 3-day colostrum-feed- 
ing period instead of allowing them 
to have whole milk for a month be- 
fore changing to skim milk. 

Since skim milk supplies only 
about half as much energy per unit 
of volume as whole milk, and the 
calves that got no whole milk made 
smaller gains the first month, an ef- 
fort was made to increase the energy 
intake by putting grain in the skim 
milk when the calves were from 5 
to 12 days old. The calves that got 
no whole milk made a definite im- 
provement in growth as a result of 
the early grain feeding. Usually, the 
calves cleaned up all the grain mix- 
ture left in the bottom of the bucket 
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after the milk was drunk. When the 
calves were weaned from skim milk 
at an early age, they continued to 
take the grain mixture readily when 
it was fed in warm water. 


PUTTING RESEARCH 
INFORMATION TO WORK 


Specialists Help Get More Milk 
And Better Cheese 

During the last 3 years the Bureau 
has taken an active part in the Gov- 
ernment campaigns to increase milk 
production and bring about an or- 
derly shift to the production of the 
specific dairy products desired for 
wartime outlets. On the basis of in- 
formation available as a result of 
past research work, the Bureau’s ex- 
tension dairymen and other field men 
recommended procedures that en- 
able dairy farmers to cope with war- 
time shortages of feed, labor, and 
equipment and at the same time pro- 
duce considerably more milk than 
they were producing immediately be- 
fore the war. 

The Bureau’s cheese manufactur- 
ing specialist traveled from factory 
to factory, usually in automobile- 
trailer laboratories, to demonstrate 
the Bureau’s method of making high- 
quality Cheddar cheese and thus as- 
sist the factory operator in increas- 
ing the percentage of U. S. No. 1 
cheese, which was so urgently needed 
by the Government for overseas ship- 
ment. Many factories that had prev- 
iously been turning out less than 35 
percent No. 1 cheese were able to in- 
crease the proportion to 80 percent, 
and more, by following the proced- 
ures advocated. 

Cooperating with the Federal and 
State extension services and the 
Dairy Industry Committee, the Bu- 
reau of Dairy Industry assisted in 
formulating an 8-point program of 
approved feeding and management 
practices early in 1944 and helped 
carry the message to the dairy farm- 
ers in all parts of the country during 
that year. A similar program and 
method of operation was again un- 
dertaken at the start of 1945, which 
was centered around the following 
points: (1) Grow plenty of high- 
quality roughage; (2) balance your 
herd with your feed supply; (3) keep 
production records on every cow in 
your herd; (4) practice disease con- 
trol methods; (5) produce milk and 
cream of the highest quality; (6) 
adopt labor-saving practices; (7) 
take care of your land; and (8) de- 
velop a sound breeding program. 

Because of the uncertainties con- 
cerning the need for continued in- 
crease in milk production early in 
1945, the 8-point program empha- 
sized the importance of following ef- 
ficient milk-production practices on 
the dairy farm. It was recognized 
that, if demand for milk should be 
curtailed suddenly and lower prices 
should follow, the dairymen with the 
most efficient herds and methods 
would be in the best position to 
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weather the conditions. Reports ot 
milk production for the first half of 
1945 indicate that the year’s total 
may easily surpass that of 1944 and 
possibly that of the peak year, 1949 
Dairy-Herd-Improvement- 
Association Program Regains 
Some Loss 


During the past year the Bureau of 
Dairy Industry continued cooperative 
work with State extension dairymen 
to improve the Nation’s dairy Cattle 
through the dairy-herd-improvemen 
associations. These associations 
which are organized by local groups 
of progressive dairy farmers primar. 
ily to obtain records of production, 
feed cost, and income on the indiyiq- 
ual cows in their respective herds, 
are one of the principal mediums 
through which research information 
on the feeding, breeding, and man- 
agement of dairy cattle is being in. 
troduced into general practice, 

Although the number of associa- 
tions has continued to decline 
slightly each year since 1942 because 
of the difficulty in obtaining super- 
visors, there was a slight increase ip 
the number of herds and cows on test 
during 1945 compared with the pre- 
ceding year. At the beginning of 
1945 there were 949 associations, or 
5 less than a year earlier; but there 
were 21,254 herds of 577,200 cows 
on test in these associations, which 
represented an increase over the 
preceding year of 429 herds and 
15,613 cows. 

State and Federal extension dairy- 
men are optimistic about the possi- 
bility of restoring the dairy-herd-in- 
provement-association program to its 
1942 position as soon as more men 
become available for employment as 
supervisors. They are hopeful that 
the wide interest in testing and rec- 
ord-keeping work, which cannot be 
satisfied at present, will continue and 
that the program may be expanded to 
include many more dairymen than 
heretofore. 

High-Producing Herds Produce 

Butterfat Cheaper 

During the year the Bureau al- 
alyzed the records of butterfat pro- 
duction and feed consumption for 
more than 400,000 cows in the as- 
sociation herds. The cows that pro- 
duced at the rate of 500 pounds of 
butterfat per cow per year consumed 
22% cents worth of feed per pound 
of butterfat, whereas the cows that 
produced at the rate of 200 pounds 
required 39% cents for each pound 
of butterfat. 

The improved practices adopted by 
the members of the herds improve 
ment associations are gradually it- 
creasing the numbers of cows in the 
higher producing classes. In 1926, 
about 45 percent of the association 
cows produced less than 275 pounds 
of butterfat per cow and only 15 per- 
cent produced more than 375 pounds. 
Now only 23 percent produce less 
than 275 pounds and 34 percent 
produce more than 375 pounds. AP 
proximately 100,000 cows in the as 
sociation herds at the present time

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Our Trip To Colombia

Selecting purebred Holsteins for 
his farm in South America and sev- 
eral head for his friends, Alvaro 
Munoz Marino, Bogota, Colombia, 
spent from August to November in 
Wisconsin. As I had been discharged 
from the Navy recently and was still 
a man of leisure, I was glad to ac- 
company Mr. Munoz with the 
shipment to Colombia. Because of 
wartime regulations it was impos- 
sible for Mrs. Reynolds to go by 
ship, therefore, she took a plane 
from Miami, Florida, to Bogota. Mrs. 
Reynolds joined the Munoz family 
and friends who went to the Pacific 


port, Buenaventura, to meet the 
ship. 
On Nov. 20, thirty-one purebred 


Holsteins were loaded into three box 
cars at Oconomowoc. The cars had 
been especially prepared with 
troughs for feeding and scaffolding 
for storage, thus providing the best 
cemfort for the cattle during their 
four-day trip to New York. Frederick 
Schroeder, West Bend, who accom- 
panied the cattle to New York, was 
often able to get the three cars con- 
nected to special fast trains better 
known as “‘hot-shots’” making special 
trips with perishable foods to East- 
ern cities, hence the four or five-day 
trip was completed in three days. 
Upon arrival at the Jersey City stock- 
yards, the cattle were unloaded into 
freshly bedded pens and made very 
comfortable. Because of the dangers 
of , disease, we were’ uncertain 
whether they should remain in the 
cars or be put into the stockyards; 
however, the latter decision was 
made and it proved to be a wise one. 


Wisconsin farmers do not go on 
strikes every time the coffee they 
drink doesn’t suit them or if they 
feel that the work had been a bit 
strenuous the previous day. But in 
New York that’s just what the Mer- 
chant Seaman does and as a result it 
Was necessary for us to wait two 
weeks for the ship to sail. Through 
the excellent cooperation of the New 
Jersey stockyards and our own ef- 
forts, we kept the cattle healthy and 
in good condition. 


A forwarding agent or broker in 
New York is an institution in itself. 
He is a man who probably never set 
foot on a farm but is constantly tell- 
ing you how to care for the cattle. 
He asks for all sorts of papers, usu- 
ally ones you don’t happen to have. 
His job seems to consist mainly of 
calling a carpenter and ordering the 
Stalls and pens constructed on the 
deck of the ship and clearing the 
health papers with the New York 
health authorities. Of course, in the 
end you may do all this yourself but 
nevertheless he is necessary in the 
event of difficulties with Unions or 
health authorities. 


Finally the date of departure was 
set and we proceeded to load the cat- 
tle. Of course, the broker had to 
visit 2 son in Fort Dix that day. We 
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left the stockyards at seven in the 
morning crossing the Hudson River 
on a barge which arrived at the pier 
in approximately thirty minutes, It 
was very cold and the entire day 
passed before the last animal was 
loaded aboard the ship. 


At a pier there is no labor short- 
age. There were at least three long- 
shoremen for every job, hence we 
were constantly bombarded with such 
questions as: are they cows, do they 
give milk, is it a he-cow or a she- 
cow, where are they from, won’t they 
die, what do they eat, what are they 
for, where does the milk come from, 
and when do they kill them to get 
steaks! ! 


The pens are very well constructed 
and built under the supervision of an 
inspector from the Federal Bureau 
of Animal Industry. We finally lo- 
cated the inspector and then pro- 
ceeded to get the pens in order. It 
was our wish to have them dry and 
well-covered with wood shavings be- 
fore putting in the straw. The long- 
shoremen objected but in due time 
we completed bedding the pens the 
way we wanted them. 


It is an experience and a thrill to 
see one of our good Wisconsin-bred 
heifers gliding through the air in a 
crate, somewhat of a bosun’s chair, 
and it is remarkable how they can be 
hoisted aboard the ship in a smooth 
and easy manner. It took about four 
hours to load the 34 head and, al- 
though I would insist that a few 
things be done differently next time, 
all went well considering the circum- 
stances. The only casualty was a 
broken horn and we were happy to 
settle for that. 


In the morning the Maritime 
Union decided to have a _ protest 
strike because servicemen were not 
being transported home fast enough. 
The strike lasted only one day, but 
in the meantime we operated a 
“Bronx Zoo” aboard the ship. Being 
on strike, the seamen had time on 
their hands and when they weren’t 
carrying picket signs in front of the 
pier, they were aboard the ship vis- 
iting the animals. 


The next day passengers came 
aboard and we knew that we would 
depart sometime during the day. It 
was a very rainy, cold day in New 
York. The cattle had been aboard 
about forty hours so there was plenty 
of work to do. The cattle ate and 
drank well so we had very little to 
worry about. We bedded the pens 
heavily because in a few hours we 
would be on heavy seas and from 
my former experience in the Navy, 
I knew I wouldn’t be in any condi- 
tion to take care of cattle. The only 
place for me the first twenty-four 
hours at sea is in bed. 


At 4 P.M. the tugs came along side 
and after the proper number of toots 
by the steam whistle from both 
parties, the lines were cast ashore 
and slowly the big ship, GREECE 


VICTORY, moved away from pier 57 
into the icy waters of the Hudson 


River. The wind was raw and it 
seemed as though we moved only a 
foot at a time. Soon we were in the 
channel and the “screw” began to 
turn. The big ship was under her 
own power and headed for the At. 
lantic. 

Munoz and myself, half frozen, 
stood on the five-inch gun platform 
above the fantail where we could 
get an excellent view of Manhattan. 
As the big ship slid slowly down the 
Hudson, we passed many piers with 
the familiar red, white, and blue 
sign ‘‘Welcome Home?” in big letters 
intended for the servicemen return- 
ing from Europe. The giant Empire 
State building loomed in the back- 
ground as a Christmas tree with all 
its light ablaze, but suddenly faded 
as we neared downtown Manhattan 
and Wall Street. Beyond was Brook- 
lyn, Jersey City, Long Island, and 
finally, Sandy Point which is the last 
piece of land we could see of the 
United States. 

In the meantime, the ship’s crew 
was busy nailing canvas over the 
pens and securing deck cargo in prep- 
aration for the rough sea that lay 
ahead. The cattle had a dry bed, 
were well-fed, and protected from 
the wind and salt water. Soon the 
familiar pitch and roll of the ship 
indicated we were in open sea and we 
retired to our cabins hoping that our 
beloved Holsteins were as comfort- 
able as we. 


Knowing my weakness for seasick- 
ness, I retired with one thought in 
mind: “Goodbye New York, Hello 
Panama’’, which was to be our first 
stop and only 24 hours from our final 
destination, Buenaventura, Colom- 
bia, S. A. ; 

The next morning we were in the 
shallow waters of Cape Hatteras 
where the sailing is always rough. 
Despite the lack of “sea-legs’’ we 
took care of the cattle and every- 
thing was going nicely. The ship’s 
officers had been warned of a tropi- 
cal storm approaching the Miami 
coastline and word was passed on to 
the crew and passengers that we 
might be in a violent storm the next 
day. 

This proved to be no mere rumor 
or “scuttlebutt’.. We were awakened 
early the next morning by one of 
the worst storms in recent years 
along the southern Atlantic Coast. 

We went up to the deck hindered 
by the fierce wind and rain. The cat- 
tle were still there but water was a 
foot deep in the pens and was run- 
ning over the deck. Deciding that 
there was nothing we could do at 
that moment, we went down to the 
crew’s mess for breakfast. 


Shortly the first mate was shout- 
ing something about all the pens be- 
ing broken on the left side of the 
ship and that the cattle were out. 
We quickly headed toward the open 
deck in time to see a heifer from 
the Art Puls’ herd at Allenton, come

When Sir Bess Ormsby May 2d 
760643 (V.G.) became the breed’s 
54th Gold Medal Proven Sire, we 
were aware that he was from the 
same dam as Osborndale Chieftain 
Inka Ormsby 706753 (V.G.), who 
was made a Gold Medal Proven Sire 
less than six months earlier. The 
dam of these two great sons is Os- 
borndale Olive May 1466660. 

This circumstance prompted us to 
make a study to determine whether 
she might be the first cow to achieve 
this outstanding honor. We found 
that she was preceded in this honor 
by a dam and daughter, each of 
which had two sons to receive Gold 
Medal awards in one day, August 20, 
1929. On that day, Gold Medal cer- 
tificates were written for King of 
the Ormsbys 178078 and Winterthur 
Bess Burke Best 300657, sons of 
Spring Brook Bess Burke 2d 131387. 
On the same day her daughter, Bess 
Johanna Ormsby 263431, received a 
similar honor when Gold Medal 
awards were made to her two sons, 
Winterthur Bess Ormsby Boast 300- 
652, and Winterthur Bess Ormsby 
Donsegis 400000. H. F. DuPont, 
Winterthur, Delaware, was the own- 
er of all four bulls. 


Inside of a year a third son of 
Spring Brook Bess Burke 2d, Creator 
228676, owned by Pabst Farms, 
Oconomowoc, Wisconsin, was also 
made a Gold Medal Proven Sire. 
Spring .Brook .Bess. Burke .2d,-there- 
fore, is the only cow with three Gold 
Medal sons. 


In the more than 15 years since all 
of these honors came to that illus- 
trious family, no other cow has be- 
come the mother of two Gold Medal 
sons, until the recent accomplishment 
of Osborndale Olive May, This great 
brood cow was bred and developed 
by Mrs. W. S. Kellogg, Derby, Conn. 
The cow made two Advanced Regis- 
try records over 800 pounds in heifer 
form, testing 3.9 and 4%. Both of 
her Gold Medal sons were bred by 
Mrs. Kellogg. The older one, Os- 
borndale Chieftain Inka Ormsby, has

made his claim to fame in the herd 
of Pennsylvania State College. Sir 
Bess Ormsby May 2d was retained 
by Mrs. Kellogg and is the senior 
sire in the Osborndale herd today. 
Please bear in mind that Osborndale 
Olive May is a daughter of Sir Bess 
Ormsby May 477657, who also has 
the distinction of having two Gold 
Medal sons. 


Sires With Two or More Gold 
Medal Sons 
Having whetted our interest by 
this study of dams with two or more 
Gold Medal sons, we could not stop 
short of making a similar survey of 
sires. 


The story starts out on the same 
pattern as that of dams with two 
or more Gold Medal sons. The 
Ormsby-Bess Burke combination ac- 
counts for the only sire with three 
Gold Medal sons and the first three 
sires to have two or more Gold Medal 
sons. The: first two sires on the list 
were themselves Gold Medal Proven 
sires. As the first two cows to have 
two or more Gold Medal sons were 
the dam and daughter, Spring Brook 
Bess Burke 2d and Bess Johanna 
Ormsby, so are the first two sires to 
have two or more Gold Medal sons, 
a sire and son, King of the Ormsbys 
178078 and Winterthur Bess Ormsby 
Boast 300652. King of the Ormsbys 
is a son of Spring Brook Bess Burke 


2d, while -Winterthur -Bess: Ormsby ‘ 


Boast is a ‘son of Bess Johanna 
Ormsby. Two of the three Gold 
Medal sons of King of the Ormsbys, 
Winterthur Bess Ormsby Boast and 
Winterthur Bess Burke Best 300657, 
are respectively sons of his full sis- 
ter, Bess Johanna Ormsby and of 
his dam, Spring Brook Bess Burke 
2d. As mentioned previously, King 
of the Ormsbys and his first two Gold 
Medal sons were developed in the 
herd of H. F. duPont, Winterthur, 
Delaware. 

Before any other sire had two 
Gold Medal sons, King of the Orms- 
bys had three. The third son, King 
Ormsby Ideal 280526, was given the 


award on September 13, 1929, for 
his accomplishments in the herd of 
W. D. Robens, Poland, N, Y. 

One of the sons of Winterthur 
Bess Ormsby Boast, Jemima River. 
side Boast Ormsby Dad 4060938, re. 


ceived the Gold Medal award on that ' 


same eventful day, August 20, 1929. 
That must have been quite a day in 
the new-born Gold Medal Depart- 
ment and, incidentally, quite qa day 
for Mr. duPont, who also developed 
Jemima Riverside Boast Ormsby Dad 
in the Winterthur Farms herd. 


About eight monthis later recogni- 
tion was given to the second Gold 
Medal son of Winterthur Bess Orms- 
by Boast, King Bess Burke De Ko] 
408333, who earned his award in the 
herd of A. P. Bigelow, Middlesex, 
Vermont. 


The third sire to have two Gold 
Medal sons was old Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes 44931 himself, 
with the two famous full brothers, 
King of the Ormsbys and Creator 
228676, both sons ‘of Spring Brook 
Bess Burke 2d. Tribute has already 
been paid to H. F. duPont and to 
Pabst Farms, the respective owners 
of these two great sires. 


After this dynasty entrenched it- 
self so firmly in the field of Gold 
Medal awards in 1929 and 1930, it 
was fourteen years before another 
bull had two sons make the Gold 
Medal rating. .This was Montvic 
Chieftain 956769, sire of Montvic 
Chieftain 7th 695631.

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Utah Breeders on Tour

Utah County 


The Utah Holstein program for 
1946 began with a series of County 
tours and Barn meetings, Utah 
County being the first. Warnick 
Swenson, Farm Manager at the Span- 
ish Forks Training School, had the 
daughters of Weber Pinky Natsey 
Prilly and Carnation Competitor sep- 
arated out for the group to inspect. 
It was interesting to note that the 
daughters of the Pinky bull were all 
out of daughters of the Competitor, 
and the combination had _ really 
worked nicely. The herd in general 
was much improved, and Mr. Swen- 
son is to be congratulated on his 
work during the last two years. 

Vocational Agriculture Instructor 
Fugal brought his first year F.F.A. 
students of Pleasant Grove High 
School to the Training School, and 
Fieldman Vickers gave a discussion 
on type and the reasons for the need 
of selecting good type animals. 

We saw a group of daughters of 
Carnation Country Gentleman at 
Charles Warnick’s. Country Gentle- 
man has done a remarkable job of 
improving the udders in this herd. 
The herd, formerly owned by W. W. 
Warnick, has just been taken over by 
Charles following his discharge from 
the Army. Folks are looking for big 
things from Charles. One interest- 
ing observation here was a third calf 
cow that had been awarded to 
Charles as a 4-H State Champion. 
She produced over 500 pounds fat 
last year and is a very nice cow. This 
4-H project has been very much 
worthwhile in Utah. 

We next visited two new breeders, 
\zra Swenson and Keith Jacobs, both 
of Pleasant Grove. Here, we saw a 
herd of Holsteins that had recently 
been brought into Utah from Charles 
Weeding’s of Blackfoot, Idaho. There 
were quite a number of daughters of 
Femco Sir Bessie Burke, who is a 
grandson of Carnation Ormsby But- 
terking. These daughters (nine in 
milk) are doing exceptionally well 
as first calf heifers and show a great 
deal of dairy temperament. Mr. 
Swenson is now using the Femco 
bull; and Keith Jacobson is using 
an E. E. Freeman bred bull, King 
Inka Julia 44th,, whose dam made 
1000 pounds fat on 3X in the Free- 
man herd. 


We also visited the herd of Mer- 
rill Warnick, Pleasant Grove, where 
we saw 18 daughters of Country 
Gentleman. Merrill had a half inter- 
est with Carnation in this bull. 
Here, too, there was a decided im- 
provement in the udders of Gentle- 
man’s daughters over their dams. 

Following a lovely dinner, tradi- 
tional at the Warnicks, we made a 
short stop at Brigham Young Univer- 
sity to see the bred heifers that the 
University had purchased as a foun- 
dation for their herd. 


There was a short meeting and an 
inspection of the herd at the State 
Hospital at Provo. The group was

particularly interested in the daugh- 
ters of Sleepy Hollow Barney Inka 
Beauty 712061. It will be recalled 
that the Barney bull (sire of Willow- 
dale Skylark Beauty, the dam of Car- 
nation Homestead Revelation) was 
last used in this herd. They are us- 
ing a son of Barney and a son of Wis- 
consin Admiral Burke Lad as senior 
sires at the Hospital at the present 
time. 

Our last stop for the day was at 
E. M. Hinckley’s Provo, to inspect 
his herd and milking barn. Mr. 
Hinckley has a good producing group 
of grade Holsteins, most of them be- 
ing by a son of Burke out of a daugh- 
ter of Sir Valentine Changeling 
Ormsby. 


Salt Lake County 

The breeders in Salt Lake County 
held their tour and barn meeting on 
March 5, and in spite of snow and 
generally disagreeable weather, a 
good crowd spent the day with us. 
Our first visit was at Sorenson 
Brothers, where we saw a herd that 
is being concentrated in the blood of 
Governor of Carnation. The daugh- 
ters of the present herd sire, Carna- 
tion Imperial Heilo Bracelet, are 
very promising, and he is quite an 
individual himself. He will be one 
of the bulls that breeders will have 
to contend with at the State Fair this 
fall when the Aged Bull Class is led 
out. Asa junior herd sire, they have 
a promising calf by this Imperial son 
and out of one of the outstanding 
cows in the state, S. M. Bracelet. She 
is a Harry Reilly bred Hazelwood, 
and is a maternal sister to the Jen- 
nie cow, officially classified Excel- 
lent. Her sire, Chinook Leda 
Ormsby Hall, was given a Silver 
Medal rating at Washington State 
College. 


We made a short stop at D. Hall 
Moffat’s farm to inspect a_ full 
brother to Carnation Inka Adminis- 
trator that Highpath Farms recently 
sold for $1200.00. As he also is 
quite a show bull, there was con- 
siderable discussion among the group 
as to which of the two bulls, Carna- 
tion Imperial Heilo Bracelet or Mr. 
Moffat’s bull would go up in the show 
ring. 

During the afternoon a barn meet- 
ing was held at Harmon Day’s farm 
at Draper. Harmon had a very in- 
teresting cow family to show the 
group. The outstanding feature was 
the progeny of O-Day Echo Walker. 
Beside this old matron, who was 
sired by one of the great sires used in 
this section, Sir Walker Denver, Mr. 
Day had four daughters and a full 
sister. All of these animals are 
strong individuals and have good 
production records. The daughters 
of Carnation Contender were looking 
very nice; and if they keep up at 
the present rate, this sire’s proving in 
D.H.I.A. of 12,858 pounds of milk, 
3.6%, and 462 pounds butter fat 
could be increased.

Weber County 


March 7 and 8 were spent in We- 
ber County, where two barn meetings 
had been arranged by June Baird of 
the Weber Central Dairy, Ogden, anq 
Ralph Robson, Ogden. Prior to the 
meetings on each day a group visited 
a number of herds, and the genera] 
observation was that the sons of Wis- 
consin Admiral Burke Lad are doing 
a uniformly good job in the grade 
and purebred herds in Weber and 
Summit Counties. 

On the first afternoon some 30 
Holstein breeders gathered at the 
farm of Elwood Williams. Morris 
Green, farm manager, had everything 
nicely lined up for the group; and 
an interesting discussion on type and 
line breeding was held. Mr. Green 
showed us a group of daughters that 
were sired by Weber Burke Hazel- 
wood which were extremely uniform. 
We also saw the senior herd sire, 
Weber Burke Dennie, who carries 
much the same type as the Clover 
Lad bull that made such a remark- 
able show record in Utah. An inter- 
esting sidelight here is that C. W. 
Henry, Greeley, Colorado, and 
George Anderson, Richmond, are 
now using full brothers to the sire of 
Dennie. Several of these Burke 
granddaughters are in production 
and promise to make over 400 lbs. 
fat in 305 days as first calf heifers. 

On the way to Merwin Thompson’s 
at Plain City for the second barn 
meeting the following morning, Ly- 
man Rich, the Fieldman, and a few 
breeders stopped at Ralph Robson’s 
to take a look at the daughters of 
Weber Burke Perfecto and to see 
how his young herd sire from Rocky 
Hill Farm, Exeter, California was 
developing. This young bull is doing 
nicely, and Ralph has high hopes 
for him. He is by Rocky Hill’s Gold 
Medal sire, Montvic Bonheur Abbe- 
kerk, and out of a Very Good daugh- 
ter of Wisconsin Admiral Burke Lad. 

At the barn meeting we saw 14 
daughters of Perfecto that were uni- 
formly good and doing well for Mr. 
Thompson. We had a very interest- 
ing judging class with a lot of discus- 
sion. Mr. Thompson is now using 
another son of Burke out of the Leta 
cow. 

Just before lunch we stopped at 
F. F. McFarland’s to see a grand old 
cow—15 years old, and still in pro- 
duction. There were three of her 
daughters by Burke sons here, and 
we had seen a granddaughter earlier 
in the day at Robsons. 


On our way out of Weber County 
we made a brief stop at Maurice Lar- 
son’s. Last year his herd averaged 
443 pounds fat in D.H.I.A. He 
showed us a granddaughter of Car- 
nation Inka Ormsby Perfection that 
has 652 pounds fat in 289 days as 4

The Michigan State Sale, held 
April 5 in the beautiful Livestock 
pavilion at Michigan State College, 
East Lansing, while not quite as 
spectacular as last spring’s record- 
preaker, was a thoroughly satisfac- 
tery event, missing a $400 average 
py a whisker. If the eleven Club 
calves had been omitted from the 
average, as Was done last year, they 
could have claimed a total of $30,285 
for 72 head to give them an average 
of just over $420. 

Farfields Farm topped the sale 
with a beautiful bred heifer, vac- 
cinated and negative, sired by Far- 
fields Sir Pietertje Rag Apple and 
from their daughter of Montvic Path- 
finder, just ready to drop her first 
calf by the services of Farfields 
Champion. She was the first animal 
in the ring and brought $1,675, the 
puyer, R. P. & L. K. Ullmann, Man- 
chester, Mich. 

Second high price was $860 and 
was paid by Charles Bretschneider, 
Ludington, Micn., for a good record 
young cow, recently fresh, consigned 
by Henry Bourassa, Linwood, Mich. 
The same buyer, who is just starting 
a purebred Holstein herd, also took 
another Bourassa cow at $459 and 
one from J. W. Reed, Fowlerville, at 
$470. 

The heaviest buyer was Shady 
Lane Farm, Columbus, Ohio, who 
took 20 head, most of them at prices 
ranging from $300 to $470, mostly 
for fresh cows or heavy springers. 

Wm. G. Routson, Blissfield, sold 
two of the $500 animals, both by 
Carnation-bred sires, the bull going 
to Harry Delaere, Lansing, at $550 
and a 5-yr.-old cow with a 538-lb.

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First Quarter Sales 


A preliminary compilation of sale reports for the 
first quarter of 1946 shows both numbers and average 
price up slightly from the comparable 1945 figures. We 
have reports of 41 sales held during the quarter, in 
which 2405 head were sold for $835,675, or an average 
of $347.47. The comparable figures for 1945 were 2123 
head in 44 sales, selling for $726,428.50, for an average 
of $342.17. 

The final figures, when the reports are all in, are not 
expected to differ greatly in average from last year, al- 
though with numbers sold up perhaps as much as 20% 
from last year.

Of the 41 sales reported in 1946, the range in aver- 
ages was from $201 to $658, with 24 or nearly 60% 
above $300. The 1945 quarter showed a range in 44 
sales of $178 to $1342, but only 14 or 32% above $300. 
This would appear like a better distribution of market 
strength in 1946. The difference in March averages was 
more than made up in one sale. 

Some sections in late March and early April have re- 
ported a little softening of the demand. We can see no 
reason for regarding it as a trend. In the first place, our 
whole economy is due for further inflation. It cannot 
well be otherwise, as prices adjust themselves to higher 
costs. OPA is recognizing that fact as pressures build up. 
We feel certain that milk prices are not going to be 
the exception to that rule, coming either through higher 
subsidies, higher prices or both. Dairymen have a clear 
case and they aré pressing it. Purebred Holstein prices 
generally are not out of line with other prices. Our 
breed, with its foundations in the grass roots, is quite re- 
sponsive to milk prices. The feed situation, coupled with 
continued shortage in farm labor, is a likely factor in 
bringing about increased offerings and smaller demand. 
This should improve as we get nearer the pasture sea- 
son. 

We would like to see our breeders do more culling 
over the block, now while beef is scarce and prices fav- 
orable. Our industry would be better for it. We are also 


going to see a lot of animals exported, both through 
UNRRA (which will take many grade Holstein), and 
direct sales to Latin America. These will all have a 


strengthening influence. We hope wild speculation, arti- 
ficial sales and extensive sales on credit will be avoided 
as we proceed through this critical period. We went 
through that once, and it was expensive for the whole 
industry.

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Green Light on the Tan Bark Trail 


Good news for breeders is found in the rapidjy 
lengthening list of State Fairs and Livestock Expositions 
which are this year planning to resume full scale opera- 
tions. During four years of war, most of them were 
forced to suspend. In many cases, their plants were de- 
voted to war purposes. Difficulties in transportation ang 
shortage of labor completed the blackout. Several im- 
portant shows, particularly in the East, will be unable 
to resume this year because of continued occupation of 
their grounds and buildings as Army Storage depots, 
However, the list of those that have flashed the green 
light is impressive and covers a great area of Holstein 
territory. The list at the end of this item is probably 
not complete, but includes the best information we have 
to date on shows that are definitely set with Holstein 
classifications for 1946. 

Nothing quite takes the place of the show ring. It has 
contributed immeasurably to the improvement of our 
breeds. It is the breeder’s show window—his opportun- 
ity to display his handiwork before an interested audi- 
ence. Many men now active in the breeding industry 
gained their first inspiration by looking over the exhib- 
its at a fair. Competition likewise is a cornerstone of 
progress. Few herds have ever won and kept recogni- 
tion in the top flight without show ring participation. 

The labor situation on farms is still difficult. It will 
probably prevent some of our breeders from coming out 
to the shows of 1946. Yet it will be worth the effort to 
bring out good cattle. The public is hungry for the dust 
of the tan bark. The rewards will be rich.

Osborndale Olive May 1466660 is very much in the 
spotlight right now as the dam of two Gold Medal 
Proven Sires. Last October announcement was made 
that her son, Osborndale Chieftain Inka Ormsby 706753 
(V.G.), proven at Pennsylvania State College, had just 
been made a Gold Medal Sire; and now comes the fur- 
ther announcement that another of her sons, Sir Bess 
Ormsby May 2d 760643 (V.G.), one of the main herd 
sires at Osborndale today, has also become a Gold 
Medal Proven Sire. We have to go way back to Spring 
Brook Bess Burke 2d and her daughter, Bess Johanna 
Ormsby, to find another cow with two Gold Medal sons. 

In addition to being a great mother of famous sons, 
Osborndale Olive May has long been recognized as one 
of the breed’s foremost producers. When but a junior 
two-year-old, she made a 3X record of 813.9 Ibs. fat 
from 20794.2 lbs. milk, 3.9%, which stood second in 
class when made and today, more than ten years later, 
still stands third. She came back as a senior four-year- 
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old with a 2X record of 862.1 lbs. fat from 21473.6 lbs. 
milk, 4.0%, which also stands second in class. 


Her only tested daughter is Osborndale Lucinda 
Olive May, with 636.9 lbs. fat from 16,281.7 lbs. milk, 
3.9%, on 3X. 

Osborndale Olive May is a daughter of the Osborn- 
dale foundation sire, Sir Bess Ormsby May, out of Os- 
porndale Olive Maid, an 800-lb. three-year-old that has 
several other great daughters including the former Na- 
tional Champion junior three-year-old on 2X, Osborn- 
dale Olive Maid 2d with 713 lbs. fat, 4.1%; and that 
other sensational 2X producer, Osborndale Dame Olive 
Ormsby, with 2X records up to 897 lbs. fat. This dam, 
Olive Maid, is believed to be the only cow to have three 
daughters with 2X records averaging over 800 lbs. fat. 


This Olive Family has always been very close to the 
heart of Mrs. W. S. Kellogg, owner of Osborndale as the 
maternal granddam of Olive Maid was the first Holstein 
cow ever registered in her name and the dam of Olive 
Maid was the first purebred Holstein calf that Mrs. 
Kellogg bred and raised. Many distinguished descen- 
dants were bred and developed from this original Olive 
calf and her full sister but none more distinguished 
than our cover subject, Osborndale Olive May. 


Lehner-Henkel ; 


The wedding of Howard N. Lehner and Marilyn Hen- 
kel took place March 9 at Wauwatosa, Wis. Howard is 
a member of the legal firm of Lehner & Lehner, Oconto 
Falls, Wis., and maintainis a choice Holstein herd. They 
were interested spectators at the Anniversary Sale where 
a daughter of a former member of the Lehner herd sold 
at the top price of $7,700. 


J. H. Cooper 

Joseph H. Cooper, 60, President of the Cooper Foun- 
dation and head of a large midwest theatre chain, died 
suddenly in his New York hotel room, March 20. Mr. 
Cooper set up the J. W. Cooper Foundation in 1936 in 
the name of his son. This is a $1,000,000 corporation 
“to astablish homes, to maintain and provide education 
for destitute, deserving youngsters.’’ Fifty percent of 
the income from his theatre properties was made avail- 
able to the foundation, while the rest was held in trust 
until a $1,000,000 reserve was reached, after which all 
the income was used for the foundation. 


An outstanding Holstein herd was established in 
1943 on property near the New York-Connecticut line at 
Moores Mills, N. Y. They were the largest buyers at the 
Dunloggin Dispersal in 1943 and have been building the 
herd largely on these purchases and additional purchases 
from Winterthur Farms. None of the surplus animals 
were sold, but several, including sons of Montvic Lochin- 
var from Dunloggin dams, were presented to Cornell 
University and the University of Nebraska. The herd 
will be continued by the foundation. 


Mr. Cooper was buried in a private plot at the farm. 
His widow and son, Joseph W., survive him.

Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I have observed that the bull, General Rag Apple 
Posch, owned by the Rondout Coop. Bull Association, Inc. 
has been getting a great deal of publicity of late as what 
manager Stefan Taussig seems to consider at once the 
“best proven’’ and the “‘best of the proven”’ bulls in the 
country. Along that line you and he might be interested 
in the 18 pair DHIA proving on Carnation Governor 
Inka Veeman, senior herd sire of the Huntley Field 
Station herd at Huntley, Montana. Unless my informa- 
tion or arithmetic, or both, are at fault, his 305 day 2X 
index is as follows: 
18 daughters 
18 dams 


17,440 milk, 3.67%, 640 fat 
16,543 milk, 3.49%, 578 fat 





18 pair index 18,337 milk, 3.85%, 702 fat 

Using the conversion factor, 1.40 to convert this 
index to a 365 day 3X basis gives the following result: 
25,671.8 pounds milk, 3.85% test, and 988.35 pounds fat. 
This would put him slightly ahead of the Rondout bull 
in milk index and several cuts ahead of him in both test 
and total fat index. This bull, a son of Governor of 
Carnation was proved in the Gallacher herd in Wash- 
ington. 

Incidentally, I recently acquired a son of this bull 
carrying five successive crosses of bulls proven on from 
18 to 45 pairs, all, except the great, great, grandsire, who 
was also the great, great, great grandsire, whose index 
was a mere 671 lbs., with indexes 3X above 729 pounds 
of fat.

MASTITIS DETECTION 
Editor, Holstein Friesian World: 

In your January 5th issue of the World, this year, 
p. 70, you published an article “Strip Cup No Orna- 
ment’’. I think the first paragraph is most interesting 
and I repeat as published. 

“Some years ago in one milk production area in 
Eastern New York, all dairymen had strip cups hanging 
in their milk houses. They were there to satisfy the 
Board of Health inspection. Yes, everybody had one, 
for show at least. That is about as far as the strip 
cup went. Few used it.” 

To repeat the second paragraph of this article, 
which I think is also interesting. 

“The strip cup can be a very valuable gadget. A 
squirt or two into it from each teat before the milking 
machine is attached helps to detect mastitis.

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a stream of milk from each quarter also helps to stimu- 
late the cow to “let down” her milk. This makes for 
faster and better milking.’ 

I think for the primary purpose for which the strip 
cup was designed, it is getting a little old fashioned so 
far as an outstanding aid in the control of mastitis. In 
my estimation the greatest value the strip cup has is to 
stimulate milk “‘let down’’ as we know it today in the 
terms of modern and up-to-date milking. The strip 
cup is very limited for the detection of mastitis because 
an animal has to be somewhat advanced in her infection 
in order to detect it in the strip cup. In other words, 
she has to produce thick milk or sizable specks in the 
screen of the strip cup in order to detect abnormal milk 
from the infected animal. If the milk is watery or off 
color, such detection is hard to establish due to inade- 
quate lighting in most barns and to the many shadows 
existing when working around cattle, especially in the 
area of the udder and by the very nature of the material 
upon which the milk is drawn. 

It seems with the importance of mastitis today, 
and the determination of most dairymen for its control, 
that some more modern method for its detection be 
placed in the hands of those interested in a more effi- 
cient means of detection other than the strip cup. I am 
not intending to discredit the use of the strip cup wholly, 
but I feel there is a better means of detection and I 
offer the following tried and modern barn practice for 
the detection of possible mastitis infection. 

At The Hedge we do not use the strip cup except 


for the purpose of fore milking each quarter for “LET 
DOWN”’. 


Each Monday afternoon we draw milk samples of 
each quarter from each cow in glass test tubes, the 
size of tubes which blood samples are drawn in. We 
place about 5 cc milk in each tube. They are placed in 
tube racks for the purpose and properly marked. We 
draw the milk from quarters as follows: the left hind, 
left front, right hind and right front. These are placed 
in the tube rack in the order named and a number as- 
signed on the rack in the order in which the samples 
are taken from the cows. 


When the taking of samples is completed, they 
are placed in a refrigerator until the following morning 
and then they are read for normal milk color. If an 
animal has any thick milk or small clots in any of her 
quarters, they will settle over night in the tubes and 
will be easily detected in the bottom of the test tube 
the next morning. Then, after these two preliminary 
examinations are made, 3 drops of Thybromol blue is 
added to the test tube containing milk samples and the 
reaction of this chemical noted in each tube. If there 
is any abnormal condition or infection in an animal’s 
quarter, the milk is usually of greater acidity than

of light green to dark green. This color change does 
not always indicate mastitis infection, but should be 
treated as a danger signal and heeded. Cows which 
are drying off or in low production usually produce 
milk of high acidity. The color of normal milk is light 
lemon to dark yellow. The next step is to resample 
quarters from cows which show reaction to Thybromol 
blue and submit these samples to a regular milk labor- 
atory and have a Hotis test made to determine strep- 
tococcus agalactiae infection, or better still, have a 
laboratory smear to determine if the quarter is infected 
with streptococcus or staphylococcus agalactiae. 

This procedure brings you right up to the point of 
determining what quarters may be infected and the 
course of treatment for Mastitis begins from there. 

This method for checking for possible mastitis 
infection may appear to be a lot of work. It is more 
work than a strip cup by far, but it is a great deal more 
accurate and gives you much better results than the strip 
cup can ever hope to give you. ‘There are no short cuts 
in the control and eradication of mastitis—its control 
means work. This is a tried and proven system where 
mastitis is under very definite control. We place our 
opinion and methods before you for your consideration 
and reaction. We are greatly interested in mastitis 
control and effort in the direction of mastitis control— 
= nig wrong is a step in the right direction in our 
“book’’. 

Records are kept of each cow and each quarter. 
There are many methods and systems to do this. The 
important thing is to get down on paper the results so 
that progress can be determined and histories of each 
cow for future reference.

VALUES FIRST CALVES OF HEIFERS 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 
_ In reading over your article in the Holstein-Friesian 
World of “What About First Calf Heifers’ Calves?’ by 
C. T. Conklin, I will give you my experience. I may not 
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be classed as a breeder as I have only 8 cows in my 
herd, but they seem to be good enough to attract 
breeders and commission men, and for that reason my 
herd is kept down to a small number. Now here are 
a couple of comparisons with first calf heifers. 

One of my old cows made 523.4 lbs. fat in 304 days 
2X milking. Her first calf was a heifer (Virginia) and 
at 8 years made 586.2 lbs. in 282 days, she did not get 
credit for once a day milking for 2 weeks, if she had, 
her record would be over 600 lbs. and her first calf, 
(May) was a heifer and made 563.2 lbs. in 302 days. 

Another daughter of the above Virginia(Pansy) 
made 441 lbs. fat as a 2-year-old in 305 days, and her 
(Pansy) first calf was a heifer which made 509.3 Ibs. 
fat in 301 days as a 2-year-old. All our milking is 2X 
with common farm care. 

No, I wouldn’t think of vealing a heifer’s calf any 
more than I would think of cutting off my right hand. 
You might inform Mr. Conklin if he is discouraged in 
raising Ayrshires, why not try a good Holstein, maybe 
I could start him off with a good one.

Morning Session 


The morning session was called to 
order by President Carl E. Steele, at 
10:45. Minutes of the last annual 
meeting were read by R. W. Seath, 
who also made the Treasurer’s re- 
port. H. G. Miller reported for the 
auditing committee stating that the 
records were well-kept and that the 
official auditor had highly commend- 
ed the Holstein Association for their 
sound financial standing and very 
acceptable records kept by the Sec- 
retary-Treasurer. 

A report on membership by coun- 
ties was given by Secretary R. W. 
Seath, showing that 800 members 
had paid their 1946 dues, this being 
a considerable gain over 1945 mem- 
bership. 

John Stewart, National Fieldman, 
was then called on for his reports.

4. For a resolution requesting the 
president to appoint a committee 
to confer with the Minnesota Live- 
stock Sanitary board to revise 
present regulations regarding the 
showing of calfhood vaccinated 
calves and a more suitable mark- 
ing for identification purposes for 
these calves. 


A fifth resolution was presented 
from the floor favoring the continu- 
ance of price ceilings and subsidy 
payments. This resolution failed to 
receive a second so no action was 
taken on it. All the other resolutions 
were duly seconded and carried. 

Speakers on the afternoon Ppro- 
gram were Glen M. Householder, Na- 
tional Director of Extension, and J. 
B. Fitch, Chief of the Dairy Division 
at University Farm. Mr. Househol- 
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der spoke in a forceful and pleasing 
manner on the future prospects for 
the breeders of Holstein cattle with 
special emphasis on the present 
needs for more testing and culling, 
being ever on the alert to study very 
carefully before selecting a sire as 
these practices will pay dividends in 
future years ‘vhen production compe- 
tition becomes more keen and there 
ig no subsidy to support the border 
line poor producing cow. Professor 
Fitch gave a well-prepared talk on 
the changes taking place in de- 
mands for dairy products as well as 
new markets opening up to Minne- 
gota dairyman that will be main- 
tained if the producers maintain a 
high quality product. Mr. Fitch 
stressed the importance of using and 
saving favorably proven sires so as 
to increase the average production 
per cow on Minnesota farms. Fitch 
reported that demands for testing 
were increasing and more testers 
were available. 18 new testers took 
associations during March.

threshold of a new era, with oppor- 
tunity of wealth, happiness and a 
splendid future, but the only way 
to start on the road to a sound pros- 
perity is for the entire nation to 
start building and go ahead’’, Gov- 
ernor Edward J. Thye declared. 
There was a capacity crowd of 300 
at the banquet and some people had 
to be turned away. 


Governor Thye cited the danger 
of inflation ahead, declaring the only 
way to avoid it is to get increased 
production so that supply will meet 
the demand. ‘To do this, he said, it 
is going to be necessary for every- 
body to work. ‘‘Unless we, the Amer- 
ican people, get underway, inflation 
will destroy us’’. 

Criticism of the OPA policy on 
dairy products was voiced by the 
governor. He pointed out that there

is a ceiling on butter but a free mar- 
ket on the other dairy products, 
with the result that ‘‘one creamery 
after another is being destroyed’’. 
This is going to create a shortage of 
butter, and people will switch to 
oleomargarine. Then when the lev- 
eling-off process comes, and the dairy 
industry resumes the production of 
butter, this product will be a drug 
on the market. 

Tribute to the work of the Holstein 
breeders in building up herds was 
paid by the governor and he empha- 
sized that these herds are outstand- 
ing example and inspiration to the 
young farm people to meet and per- 
haps excel the production obtained. 

The Mankato papers gave wonder- 
ful cooperation in the matter of pre- 
senting reports of the meeting and 
display of pictures.

Emphasizing the need for con- 
tinued research, The Pennsylvania 
Association of Artificial Breeding Co- 
operatives reported nearly 90,000 
cows signed up—a figure expected 
soon to go above 100,000—at its 
recent annual meeting at the Penn- 
sylvania State College. 

Robert H. Olmstead, extension 
dairy specialist of the College, re- 
ported a total of 47,474 cows bred 
artificially in 1945 in 47 of the 67 
counties of the State, where artificial 
breeding is serviced out of five cen- 
tral, or parent, cooperative headquar- 
ters.

Dairy cows are primarily users of 
roughages, for approximately three- 
quarters of the nutrients used by 


dairy cows come from roughage 
sources. Grain shortages will tend 
to curtail the production of meat and 
eggs. These deficiences on animal 
protein for human use must be pro- 
vided through increased milk pro- 
duction. 

Although the outlook for dairy 
farming is very bright, the situation 
immediately ahead of us indicates 
that returns to dairy farmers will be 
moderately lower than in 1945 un- 
less exports are increased. There 
will be steady and profitable prices 
on dairy products, so even though 
the shortage of concentrates should 
appear we suggest that the better 
producing cows can be maintained 
profitably by feeding good quality 
hay and roughages. Under this 
feeding program cows will produce 
about three quarters of their maxi- 
mum capacity. 

Many new industries using dairy 
products have come out of the war. 
These and many other factors will 
have a direct bearing on dairy prod- 
uct prices. We may have more in- 
flation in prices of dairy products but 
all economists agree that when this 
inflation has run its course, prices 
will drop. We are convinced that the 
only safe policy for individual dairy 
farmers is to operate so that a break 
in prices will not bring financial ruin 
or wipe out all of the profits of re- 
cent years.

rolling across the deck with lumber, 
pails and forks tumbling after. She 
hit the starboard side and got to her 
feet shaking with fear but mirac- 
ulously seemed to be all right. What 
had happened was that a huge wave 
fell on the last of a series of five 
pens and had smashed it completely. 
Others in the same pen huddled 
against what was left of one wall. 
The crew came to our aid quickly 
and an emergency pen was hastily 
constructed during the raging storm. 


Temporary shelter was constructed 
housing the heifers through the 
storm which lasted a full 32 hours. 
It was impossible to feed them any- 
thing but some hay and give them 
fresh water. At times water gushed 
through their pens a foot deep. How- 
ever, the tough and hearty black and 
whites came through the ordeal and 
on the third morning we were greet- 
ed with a warm bright sun and a 
calm peaceful sea. 

Immediately we proceeded to clean 
the pens, look over the animals and 
treat all the wounds resulting from 
the wreckage. They seemed to have 
survived the storm wonderfully and 
were all very hungry and tired. 


The beautiful day as we entered 
the Caribbean Sea around the coast 
of Florida between Haiti and Cuba, 
was welcomed by everyone aboard, 
including our Holsteins. We were in 
the “pink of condition” again and 
had plenty of work. First we dried 
as much hay and straw as was Dos- 
sible, The cattle seemed very hun- 
gry but we fed them cautiously for 
the first 12 hours. 

The next morning we received 
more detailed reports on the storm 
and according to the U.S. Coast 
Guard at Miami it was the worst 
one in several years. Six airplanes 
were lost, one with 27 passengers 
aboard. Two ships, all in the near

the pens. Many of the animals 
seemed to suffer from the heat the 
first day but with plenty of Water 
they soon became adjusted to the 
change in climate. With badly gyp. 
burned backs and tired muscles after 
our “workout” we headed for the 
Shower, clean clothes and a goog 
meal. After dinner the usual crowd 
gathered on the passenger deck to 
watch the reflection of the moon op 
the tropical water, enjoy a peage. 
ful smoke, and spin the usual yarns 
that come forth when men get to. 
gether for rest and relaxation. 

The following day was uneventfy! 
and it reminded us of a “Caribbean 
Cruise” as advertised by steam ship 
companies before the war. The ocean 
was very peaceful and the tempera. 
ture continued to rise steadily ag we 
approached the Canal Zone, There 
was the usual work with the cattle 
only now they required more water 
as the heat was almost unbearable. 

We approached Panama about § 
P.M., and by 10 o’clock were docked 
at the Grace Lines Pier. Of course 
everyone aboard was eager to get off 
the ship and see the sights of Christo. 
bal and Colon, twin cities at the ep- 
trance of the canal. 

We were delayed for a day and a 
half:due to some repair work on the 
engine of the ship. The temperature 
averaged above 100 degrees. 


On the morning of the sixth day 
we started our eight-hour trip 
through the Canal which is a very 
interesting experience. The ship 
traveled very slowly through the 
locks and we had ample time to get 
a “‘tourist’s’” view of Panama. We 
arrived at Balboa on the Pacific side 
of the Canal and finally, in the mid- 
dle of the night we set out to sea 


again, only 24 hours from Buena 
ventura. 


The trip from Panama City to 
Buenaventura was uneventful and as 
usual everyone spent most of his time 
trying to keep cool. The sea was 
smooth and it was a very pleasant 
cruise despite the intense heat. 


The cattle were becoming actli- 
mated to the heat and I do not be 
lieve were suffering as much as dur 
ing the first few days in the Canal 
Zone.

By the 
law of averages, good luck, diligence, 
and patience, a few reach their goal. 
The goal of Peter Martens and his 
family is to Own some nice bottom 
land and the best of purebred cattle. 
The distance they have traveled to- 
wards this goal is indicated by their 
million-pounds-a-year herd, and their 
three farms down in Chenango 
County. 


It all started in Germany many 
years ago. The bottom land there 
was fertile lowland in northwestern 
Germany at Mansladt, near Emden, 
close to the Netherlands border. The 
purebred cattle were the famous 
dairy type of Holland, which were 
very similar to the type developed 
here in the United States. During the 
economic depression which followed 
the World War, this large and indus- 
trious family found it impossible to 
continue profitably their long tradi- 
tion of farming, and they began the 


trek to America to get a new start, 
and to rebuild the prosperous farm 
institution which their experience 
had taught them was possible for 
hard-working people to achieve.

kets, dry weather and run-down con- 
dition of the land. They came east 
to New York State where there were 
some Holstein cattle similar to those 
they had owned in Germany. Capita] 
assets were still smali but physica] 
assets, including health, a strong 
family bond, experience in dairy 
farming, and the desire to make it 
a success, were their buying power 
and push. 


They bought a hill farm in south- 
eastern Chenango County near Bain- 
bridge, in 1929. The soil is the red 
shaley loam so prevalent in south- 
eastern New York, and the farm is 
up a steep hill on a dirt road. Be- 
cause such farms could be bought 
cheaply and were always available, 
it was purchased by Pete’s aunts 
and uncles; and with 30 grade and 
scrub Holsteins that came with the 
farm, they were dairy farming again. 


After a couple of years Pete got 
acquainted with the boys his own age 
and found that many of them were 
owning their own purebred cattle as 
4-H Club projects. As a starter for 
a 4-H project, he purchased some 
purebred Ayrshires and made good 
records showing them at the county 
and state fairs. 


But the Ayrshires didn’t produce 
enough milk to suit the Mariens fam- 
ily. Since their experience in the old 
country was with Holsteins, Pete 
ventured up to the June Earlville 
Sale in 1939 and bought his first 
purebred Holstein, Cornell Ormsby 
Fay, a yearling heifer, bred to Cor- 
nell Royal Blend. She was sired by 
Winterthur Bess Ormsby, and out of 
Cornell Ollie Daisy, a_ sister to 
famed ‘Pride’ and ‘‘Catherine.” 

He took her to the fairs in 1939 
winning first in all the 4-H classes, 
including the State Fair, and in the 
open class he won first at Norwich 
and Cortland, and placed third at

load the cattle into trucks and haul 
them 60 miles over the highest of 
the mountains. On this part of the 
journey the elevation rises 8,000 feet 
in the short distance of 19 miles. 
Safely over the mountains, it was 
necessary to reload the cattle into 
another train to continue the jour- 
ney which took them 70 miles be- 
yond Bogota to the Munoz farm. 

There is no reason why cattle from 
Wisconsin cannot be delivered to any 
place in the world and in good con- 
dition if they are properly cared for 
during the ocean voyage. Their grain 
rations should be limited to that 
amount which they will clean up at 
one feeding. The grain and water 
should always be fresh and clean and 
most important of all, they should be 
watered at least three times daily in 
warm climates. A competent dairy- 
man should accompany the cattle 
and the shipments should be limited 
in size to not more than 20 head for 
each attendant. 

After the cattle left by train, the 
Munoz family and ourselves followed 
in the automobile bought by Mr. 
Munoz in Milwaukee. It took four 
days to cross the Andes Mountains 
from Buenaventura to Bogota, af- 
fording us an excellent opportunity 
to observe at first hand the topog- 
raphy of the country, its agriculture, 
and the varied customs in the differ- 
ent localities. 

Bogota is a modern city located in 
the fertile Sabana Valley, 9,000 feet 
above sea level in the Andes Moun- 





re 


tains where the temperature averages 
about 60 degrees. This is a sharp 
contrast to the lowlands, jungles, and 
sea coast areas where the climate is 
extremely hot and humid. 

The principal commodity for ex- 
port from Colombia is coffee, which 
grows in the warm, humid areas. We 
had the opportunity to visit two 
coffee plantations. Colombia is the 
world center for the precious gems— 
emerals. Platinum, oil, coal, and 
salt are some of the other products 
of the country. Banana trees, other 
tropical fruits, and multi-colored 
flowers grow in abundance. 


In certain places Colombia is 
handicapped agriculturally by its 
high mountains, swamps and hot cli- 
mates. However, high in the moun- 
tains in the vicinity of Bogota one 
finds some of the world’s most fertile 
plateaus. Here at an altitude of 8,- 
000 to 9,000 feet is the center for 
dairy farming. For example, in the 
Ubate Valley, where the Munoz farm 
is located, the land between the 
mountains is perfectly flat, fertile, 
and is under irrigation. Corn, barley, 
alfalfa, and excellent white clover 
pastures plus cool weather make this 
land very suitable for dairying. 


In the same valley near the Munoz 
farm is another belonging to the 
Reyes family and managed by Mun- 
oz’s_ brother-in-law, Carlos Reyes 
Patria. This area was about the most 
fertile of any we saw in Colombia 
and is ideal for dairying. We saw 
many outstanding grade cows in the 
large milking herd. One of the sires 
at the head of this herd was the Re-

town, and an Oostie-bred bull. Some 
of the femrales included in this 
large herd were: King Bessie bred 
cows purchased by Mr. Angel at the 
Hallbach Dispersal, and “Flicka”, a 
well-bred heifer from the Brace herd 
at Lone Rock. Cows are brought in- 
to a modern barn for milking and 
the milk is weighed and handled in 
a sanitary manner. 


Jorge Enrique Salazar, who is just 
starting in the purebred Holstein 
business, owns several large and fer- 
tile farms in the Sabana Valley. We 
visited his farm after the arrival of 
the two sires purchased for him by 
Mr. Munoz. These were Pabst Ram- 
bler from Pabst Farms, Inc., Ocono- 
mowoc and Lochinvar Rag Apple 
Montvic, from Hogan & Merchant, 
Kenosha County. Both of these ani- 
mals were in splendid condition af- 
ter their long trip from Wisconsin. 

Two other heifers from the A. C. 
Oosterhuis herd which were included 
in the shipment were purchased by 
Santiago Vila for the foundation of 
a purebred Holstein herd. Other 
products produced on the immense 
Vila farm are sugar, coffee and rice. 
The climate at the Vila farm is con- 
siderably warmer than Bogota. 


The only farm we visited which 
was located in the extremely warm 
section was that of Santiago Lozano 
of Tulua who has a small select herd 
of Holsteins. A Oosterhuis bull and 
a heifer from the Herbert Schroeder 
herd at West Bend had just arrived 
with this shipment and were eating 
satisfactorily and had easily made 
the adjustment to the new environ- 
ment. 


During the 13 years Nemesio Is- 
quierdo, Bogota, has been breeding 
Holsteins, he has developed one of 
the outstanding herds in Colombia. 
We noticed particularly the accurate 
herd management practices carried 
out by Mr. Isquierdo, who was hon- 
ored recently as a “‘Premier Breed- 
er’. Among the purebreds on this 
farm were several top-notch heifers 
from the Walter Zorn herd at Egg 
Harbor. 


Among other farms visited was 
that of Camilo Saenz, who had re 
cently imported six animals from the 
States. We were asked to select the 
outstanding one of the five heifers 
and without pravious information of 
their origin, we selected a heifer who 
turned out to be a daughter of Car- 
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nation Typesetter from the John 
Wuethrich herd at Greenwood. ; 

The Colombian government is 
sponsoring a full program for the 
improvement and expansion of agri- 
culture. Selected breeding stock has 
peen imported for the use of the 
farmers. Tractors and other modern 
machinery are available to the farm- 
ers through the government. Ex- 
perimental stations are operated to 
find the seed and breeding stock 
which will be most adaptable to the 
various sections of Colombia. 

The leaders among the Holstein 
preeders of Colombia are co-opera- 
tive, energetic and extremely inter- 
ested in improving the type and pro- 
duction of the cattle. The Colombian 
Holstein Association is considering 
the establishment of State Associa- 
tions, an extension program through 
fieldman services, and is urging the 
government to sponsor a testing pro- 
gram. 

The red tile roofs on the build- 
ings, masonry construction, and 
Spanish balconies give each city a 
picturesque bui uniform appearance. 
These are in contrast to the huts in 
the jungle which are built on stilts 
and have bamboo floors and walls, 
and a thatched roof. Each town has 
a beautiful square in the center with 
colorful flowers and trees. In many 
towns this area is designated as the 
market place where everything in- 
eluding dogs, donkeys, cattle. food, 
clothing, and dishes are brought by 
the local people to be sold. 

Likewise the rural areas are char- 
acterized by the portadas or en- 
trances and by the stone or sod 
fences around each farm. 

As common as the beer-drinking 
places are in Milwaukee, are the 
cafes in Colombia where men gather 
to visit, discuss their favorite subject 
—politics, and where many import- 
ant business matters are settled by 
this “‘coffee-table”’ talk. 

This peace-loving country has not 
had a political uprising since 1903 
although revolutions in other Latin 
American countries are a common oc- 
currence. 

We feel there will be a good mar- 
ket for Holsteins in Colombia and 
other South American countries, such 
as the top-quality purebred Holsteins 
as can be found in a great number 
of Wisconsin herds. 

We wish to take this opportunity 
to thank the Holstein breeders of 
Colombia for all the kindness shown 
us during our visit. We especially 
want to thank the Munoz family for 
giving us the opportunity to visit 
many of the Holstein herds and see 
a8 much of the country as we did. 
Our trip was extremely interesting 
and worth while and we hope to re- 
turn to Colombia some day soon.

senior 3-year-old and is testing right 
at 4%. His present herd sire will 
make the judge ponder some this 
fall. He is a son of Carnation Pride 
and out of a 600 pound daughter of 
Lone Fir Monogram that Mr. Larson 
purchased from Lindow Brothers, 
Portland, at the Ogden Sale several 
years ago. 

Cache County 

The program in Utah was com- 
pleted with two days of touring and 
a barn meeting at Thain Brothers. 
There we saw the daughters of Man- 
O-War Lassie Monarch, as well as 
the daughters of their present herd 
sire, Thain Man-O-War Marathon 
Posch, a son of the Man-O-War Las- 
sie Monarch and out of their old 
Reese cow (Posch Marathon Reese 
1809418 (V.G.) that has a lifetime 
production of 145,539.16 pounds of 
milk and 6,067.1 pounds fat in 
D.H.1.A. There was also a very 
interesting dam and daughter com- 
parison of two full sisters of the old 
Man-O-War sire. Thain Man-O-War 
Lassie Maid 2127710 (E.) has pro- 
duced 53,354 lbs. milk and 2,015.6 
lbs. fat at four years; while Thain 
Pontiac Becky 2187485 (V.G.) has 
produced 33,371 pounds milk and 
1,358.7 pounds fat at three years. 
A daughter of Lassie Maid in one 
year has a record of 11,004 pounds 
milk and 489.2 pounds fat, while 
Becky 2nd has a first calf record of 
11,229 pounds milk and 454.6 Ibs. 
fat. 

Professor George Bateman gave a 
very interesting talk with the use of 
colored slides on pastures and pas- 
He. stressed the 
importance of livestock in a perma- 
nent farming program, and gave 
some convincing figures on the yield 
of pasture as Compared to other 
crops. L. H. Rich, Extension Dairy- 
man, illustrated the improvement 
that has been made in Utah through 
the use of good purebred sires. 

The group visited a number of 
herds in the Smithfield community 
following the barn meeting, includ- 
ing those of Ross Gordon, B. H. 
Rickerdson, and Plowman Brothers. 
Mr. Rickerdson has built a very nice 
herd that had a classification average 
last year of 80 points and an 8 year 
average of 427 pounds of fat. The 
herd had an average test last year 
of 3.76% fat. This was a very nice 
demonstration on life time records. 
This herd has been built largely on 
Colony Farms breeding. 

We spent some time at Plowman 
Brothers going over the herd. They 
have built a remarkable herd using 
sons of North Star Joe Homestead, 
Sir Inka May, and Governor of Car- 
nation. The Plowman Brothers have 
met all of the requirements for the 
Progressive Breeders’ Registry of the 
National Association. 

Second Day of the Tour 

On Monday, March 11, approxi- 
mately 150 breeders gathered at An- 
drew Nelson’s for an all day tour. 
Andrew has a small herd of excep- 
tional producers. His production on 
2X basis has been 1943, 606 pounds 
fat; 1944, 597 pounds fat; and 1945, 
611.7 pounds on an average of 7.4 
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cows per year. His is a linebred 
Ormsby herd. 

The next stop of the day was at 
the Spring Creek Ranch Company, 
where Manager Wendell Fuhriman 
showed the group the herd and dis- 
cussed their plans for the future. 
They plan to concentrate on the 
blood lines of Governor of Carnation 
and King Pietertje Lyons Ormsby. 
Their young herd sire has two Gold 
Medal Sires, Lyons Ormsby Prince 
and Sir Taylaker Ormsby Gettie; and 
consequently, created quite a lot of 
favorable comment among the visit- 
ors. Interesting, too, were the two 
bull calves that Spring Creek has re- 
cently sold in Ecuador. One was a 
son of Governor of Carnation and the 
other a _ linebred King Pietertje 
Lyons Ormsby son. 

A short stop at the Utah Agricul- 
tural College was made where Lyman 
Rich gave the production records of 
the herd. He also gave the pedigree 
of the Burke son that the College is 
now using. 

The group stopped at the Experi- 
ment Station where George Bateman 
explained their research program on 
proven sires. There was a very inter- 
esting discussion on the importance 
of hard surfacing of corrals to pre- 
serve liquid manures and on the 
proper method of handling cattle in 
open loafing sheds. 


We gathered after lunch at LeRoy 
Funk’s at Richmond to see a very 
milky herd of Hazelwood bred cows. 
LeRoy has a very interesting pro- 
gram in that he is following now 
with a son of Burke that traces on 
the dam’s side to Hazelwood Natsey 
General and Marathon Bess Burke. 
Last year Mr. Funk sold an average 
of 400 pounds of butterfat per cow, 
which is quite a remarkable average. 
The herd sire is a nice typed animal 
and the group thought his calves 
very nice. 

At Quinten Piert’s, a young 
breeder, the group was impressed 
with the uniformity of the herd. 
The cows were all by one bull, he be- 
ing a full brother to the Lassie Maid 
cow mentioned earlier in this report. 
Mr. Piert is now using a son of We- 
ber Burke Clover Lad and he is sir- 
ing some heifer calves that are really 
show prospects. 

Bill Harris, Richmond, is now op- 
erating the C. Z. Harris herd. Bill 
gave us a nice story of his herd, their 
production, and the plans for the 
future. The foundation herd was 
built on females by a son of Matador 
Segis Ormsby. The yourger animals 
were by Headliner, who is a son of 
Carnation Clipper and out of a 
daughter of Sir Inka May, making 
him a double Sir Inka May. The 
daughters of Headliner that are in 
milk are doing better than their 
dams at the same age and are test- 
ing close to 4%. He has a young 
bull for future use that was pur- 
chased from P. O. Massey of Gooding, 
Idaho. This bull was sired by Carna- 
tion Foreman (E.) and is out of 
Queen Matador Bonheur (E.), who 
has a lifetime average per lactation 
of over 500 pounds fat. 


Our last stop for the day was at 
George Anderson’s, where the value 
of continual Herd Test was well dem- 
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onstrated. They have been testing in 
D.H.1.A. since 1910, and George gave 
us the records for each year. It was 
interesting to note that in 1924 the 
herd averaged 275 pounds of butter 
fat, while in 1945 the average was 
486 pounds of fat. The present herd 
is made up of granddaughters of 
Wisconsin Pinky, while the younger 
heifers were sired by Weber Burke 
Perfection, a full brother to Ralph 
Robson’s Perfecto bull. Perfection 
is now in use at V. W. Carson’s, Bliss, 
Idaho. .

She is fresh again now and milk- 
ing very well. 


After his purchase of a yearling 
at the Earlville sale he needed a bull 
that would augment the ambitious 
program he was starting. The bull 
he selected was Carnation Slogan, 
purchased in the summer of 1939 
from Carnation Farms. ‘‘Slogan’’ is 
a son of Carnation Homestead Heilo ~ 
out of Carnation Inka Mutual De 
Kol, the 979-lb dam of the famous

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sources and found that they had the 
purebred Holsteins which they 
wanted, but still lacked the bottom 
land. They moved northward up the 
Unadilla River valley from Bain- 
bridge, and added to their holdings a 
total of 470 acres made up of two 
farms in the half-mile-wide valley 
south of Rockdale on Route 8. One 
of these, pictured with this story, is 
now the No. 1 farm with a set of 
nice buildings, the former home of 
the Bonnie Ayr purebred Ayrshire 
herd of Frank Jurgensen. With the 
farm came the retail milk route 
which was maintained until recently 
when it was sold to leave more time 
for taking care of the cattle. 

The National Dairy Association 
Honor Roll certificates prominently 
displayed above Peter’s desk shows 
the herd averages as follows: 


1941—41 cows, 397 Fat 
1942—43 cows, 411 Fat 
1943—42 cows, 473 Fat 
1944—-50 cows, 463 Fat 


The DHIA herd book recently com- 
pleted shows a year’s production to- 
tal on an average of 72 cows of 
1,006,590 lbs. of milk—a herd aver- 
age of over 15,000 lbs. of milk. The 
first milk check in 1929 was $75.00! 


One cow in the herd has milked 
32,000 lbs. in a year on 2X milking; 
another has made 1130 Ibs. of fat, 
partly on 2X, partly on 3X milking. 
There are many 700-, 800-, and 900- 
lb. producers. <A large number of 
cows now in the herd are milking up 
to 85 Ibs. of milk per day on 2X 


milking. There are 200 head of cat- 
tle now on the three farms with 
about 85 milking. All testing is done 
in DHIA. 


A junior herd sire was added in 
1945, also from Carnation Farms, a 
son of Carnation Renown, the Grand 
Champion at the National Dairy 
Show in 1939, and Reserve All-Time 
All-American Junior Yearling, out 
of Carnation Homestead Regina 
Inka, one of the greatest daughters 
of Governor of Carnation. She has 
a record of 1082 lbs. fat with a 3.9% 
test the highest record cow devel- 
oped in 1943 in the United States. 

The land on these farms is pro- 
ductive, and shows the fruit of ‘ae 
family’s labor. At the present time 
they have 100 tons of surplus hay for 
sale. Practically all the work is 
done by the family, including Peter’s 
aunts, uncles and cousins. The farms 


and the cattle are owned by the en- 
family although the cattle are

registered in Pete’s name for the 
sake of simplicity. With everybody 
owning a share in the business they 
are all working for themselves, ae: 
counting for the high rate of effi«- 
iency all along the line. 


This isn’t the end of the story, 
but only the beginning. They are 
young folks, and there are still many 
years ahead.

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BULLS IN THE UPPER 
PENINSULA 


In 1944 the Upper Peninsula De- 
velopment Bureau (Michigan) de- 
cided to do something about improv- 
ing the production of dairy herds in 
that area. With the cooperation of 
the state dairy extension specialist, 
G. S. McIntyre, and county agricul- 
tural agents a program was worked 
out whereby purebred Holstein, 
Guernsey, Jersey, Brown Swiss (and 
one Ayrshire) bulls were made 
available.to the farmers of the Pen- 
insula. We read in the Progress Re- 
port just issued that 327 registered 
bulls were placed in 1944 and in 
1945 in as many herds. Working 
closely with the representatives of 
the state agricultural college was 
George Bishop, secretary-manager 
of the U. P. Development Bureau. 
Animals were carefully selected from 
production tested herds and then 
trucked to distributing points on the 
Peninsula. In addition, 17 regis- 
tered heifers were placed in 1944 
and 15 in 1945. 

We are pleased to note that 46 
per cent of all the bull calves placed 
were Holstein-Friesians, indicating 
that there is a goodly number of 
dairymen on the Peninsula who 
know that the Black and White 
breed is the most efficient converter 
of the lush forage crops which are 
grown in that area. 





M. H. Miller, Delta, Ohio, a vet- 
eran Holstein breeder and member 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America since 1911, sends us a 
picture of one of his two-year-old 
heifers which we reproduce here- 
with. We do not have her name, 
but she is certainly a credit to Mr. 
Miller’s years of breeding. Mr. Mil- 
ler will be 79 years old this sum- 
mer, but he is still milking his herd 
of 14 cows and equal number of 
youngstock. He writes that he has 
not been able to carry on test work, 
but has a number of cows in his 
herd that have milked 80 lbs. a day 
for three months straight.

Richmond, Utah, will become the 
Holstein center of interest in the 
West on May 15, for that is the day 
for the thirty-first annual Richmond 
Black and White Show — the Daddy 
of them all. The second day is de- 
voted to a horse show. 

Plans are about completed, and 
every indication points to the best 
in the long and colorful history of 
this Utah Spring Show. Entries to 
date indicate that nearly 300 head 
of the top-notch Holsteins from Utah 
and neighboring Franklin County in 
Idaho, will be on the grounds when 
the first class is called into the ring 
at 10:00 A. M. Interest is high and 
competition promises to be keen. The 
old champions will have to be in per- 
fect show condition if they retain 
their 1945 crowns, for the young- 
sters are coming out this year with 
a gleam in their eye. 


As always, the Aged Cow Class, 
scheduled to be judged at 11 A. M., 
will be the highlight of the Show. A 
real group of matrons are now being 
groomed, and Judge M. B. Nichols 
will have a little studying to do be- 
fore lining up the entries from Thain 
Brothers, Plowman Brothers, Spring 
Creek Ranch Company, Utah State 
‘Industrial School, Ralph Robson, 
Utah State Agricultural College, C. 
Z. Harris & Sons, Ross Gordon, and 
including a list too long to possibly 
name them all. 


This Show will be a far cry from 
888 (116) 


the first show held thirty-one years 
ago, which the old, timers refer to 
as the Holstein round-up roping con- 
test — where the judge “looked ’em 
over on the run’. Today-it is not 
unusual to find a large percentage of 
the milking animals classified Very 
Good or Excellent. 

The officers in charge of the Show 
know the importance of building 
early, and a full program for 4-H 
Club and F.F.A. members has been 
arranged. This program will start 
with a judging Contest, followed by 
a special show for the Junior mem- 
bers. $400 in prize money will be 
given the winners in this depart- 
ment. 

It is interesting to note that a 
number of the young breeders now 
well up among the top breeders of 
Cache Valley came up through the 
Junior ranks of this Show. In fact, 
the present Chairman of this year’s 
committee on judging, Bill Harris, 
says that he got his inspiration to be 
a Holstein breeder by showing at 
Richmond. He is @ grandson of one 
of the founders, C. Z. Harris. 


There is no question but that the 
thirty-first annual Show will be the 
biggest and best in Richmond’s long 
and colorful history.

produce more than 425 pounds of 
butterfat per cow per year. 

The average for all association 
cows in 1944 was 8,296 pounds of 
milk and 336 pounds of butterfat per 
cow per year, or about the same as 
for the preceding year. 

Association Records Used to Prove 
Sires 

During the past year, the State ex- 
tension dairymen forwarded the pro- 
duction records of approximately 
150,000 association cows to the Bu- 
reau of Dairy Industry for use in 
proving the sires that are or have 
been in use in the association herds. 
The Bureau tabulates a proved-sire 
record for each sire as soon as there 





are five or more dam-and-daughter 
pairs listed to the sire’s credit in its 
files. 

More than 2,000,000 production 
records, representing approximately 
800,000 cows and 90,000 sires, are 
now in the Bureau’s files. During 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1945, 
proved-sire records were tabulated 
for 1,779 association sires. This 
group of sires had daughters whose 
average production was 380 pounds 
of butterfat per cow. More than 99 
percent of all the association sires 
now being proved have daughters 
whose average butterfat production 
is much higher than the 188-pound 
average for all cows in the United 
States, which indicates that the aver- 
age association sire could be used

The ninth annual list of sires 


proved in the association herds, 
which was prepared for publication 
during the year, contains the proved- 
sire records of 1,886 sires whose rec- 
ords were tabulated in 1944. The 
average butterfat production of the 
daughters of these sires was 381 
pounds, compared with an average 
of 378 for dams of the daughters. 


Cooperative breeding Associations 
Use outstanding Sires 


The outstanding sires found in 
dairy-herd-improvement- association 
herds are being used extensively in 
cooperative breeding associations in 
an effort to spread their improved in- 
heritance to the largest possible 
number of dairy herds. 

More herds are enrolled in coop- 
erative bull associations at present 
than ever before. At the beginning 
of 1945 there were 266 cooperative 
bull associations, comprising 5,918 
herds and a total of 53,318 cows. 

The number of herds and cows en- 
rolled in artificial breeding associa- 
tions increased more than 50 percent 
during 1944. At the beginning of 
1945 there were 185 artificial breed- 
ing associations comprising 42,020 
herds and a total of 342,012 cows. 
The artificial-breeding associations 
were using a total of 650 bulls, or 
approximately 1 bull for 527 cows— 
or about 16 times the number of 
cows served by each bull in the bull 
associations. 

Of the 1,300 bulls in service in the 
cooperative bull associations, 157 
had proved-sire records. The aver- 
age production of the daughters of 
these proved sires was 408 pounds of 
butterfat per cow per year. 

Of the 650 sires in service in arti- 
ficial-breeding associations, 147 were 
proved sires whose daughters had an 
average production of 428 pounds of 
butterfat per cow per year. The in- 
heritance for high producing capac- 
ity developed in dairy-herd-improve- 
ment-association herds is being dis- 
seminated to the general dairy-cow 
population through the cooperative 
breeding associations. 





Three lifetime production records 
are reported in the herd of the In- 
dependence State Hospital, Independ- 
ence, Iowa. Man-O-War Maud Orms- 
by Piebe, in five lactations, has pro- 
duced 111,860 lbs. of milk and 
3,478 lbs. of fat, and her high single 
record stands at 23,018 lbs. of milk, 
697 lbs. of fat at 7 years 7 months. 

Mary Ormsby Lou produced 118,- 
609 lbs. milk, 3,594 lbs. fat in 7 
lactations; and Maud Ormsby Alban 
Piebe has the high total of 175,716 
milk, 5,661 fat for 8 lactations. Her 
highest single record was made at 
9 years with 25,248 lbs. of milk and 
819 lbs. of fat. 





A lifetime producer at Bellevue 
Farm, Hyattsville, Md., is Bellevue 
Ormsby First Lady 2d who has made 
129,850 lbs. of milk and 5,314 Ibs. 
of fat in seven lactations. In one 
lactation she made 22,783 milk and 
933 fat, at the age of 5 years 7 
months.

levels, according to a recent an- 
nouncement of the Office of Stabili- 
zation Administrator. This will be 
accomplished either by subsidy pay- 
ments or by increases in price ceil- 
ings should subsidies be eliminated. 
Dairy production payments for the 
second quarter of 1946 were an- 
nounced by the Department of Ag- 
riculture on February 25. Rates of 
payments will be the same as in the 
second quarter of 1945. 

Milk production in 1946 will be 
below the all-time high of 122.2 bil- 
lion pounds reached in 1945, pri- 








marily because of a decrease in cow 
numbers. The number of milk cows 
on farms January 1, 1946—26.8 mil- 
lion head—-was 3 percent below that 
of January 1, 1945. The decline dur- 
ing 1945 was equal to the record de- 
crease which occurred during the 
drought year of 1934. 

Regionally the sharpest declines 
in milk cow numbers during 1945 
occurred in the West North Central 
end South Central areas, where 
cream is marketed largely as butter- 
fat and where hog numbers or beef 
cattle numbers have increased sub- 
stantially. Wage rates of farm labor 
in these areas have increased since 
prewar proportionately more than in 
other areas, In areas where milk is 
delivered primarily in whole form, 
less than average declines in milk

All animals trans- 
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cow numbers occurred, with de- 
creases of only 1 percent in the North 
Atlantic and East North Centra] 
States. 

If average weather prevails during 
1946, milk production per cow may 
remain near the record high achieved 
in 1945 of 4,789 lbs. Grain feeding 
to milk cows continued at high rates 
through early March. 

Since the end of hostilities the 
sustained strong demand for fluid 
milk, fluid cream, and ice cream has 
materially affected the output of 
manufactured dairy products. Of 
the 8.6 billion lbs. of milk produced 
during January, 2.6 billion lbs. were 
utilized in manufactured dairy prod- 
ucts, other than ice cream. This 
compares with a 1935-39 January av- 
erage of 3.0 billion lbs. so utilized, 
and 3.4 billion lbs. in January 1945, 
Creamery butter production of 69.0 
million pounds in January was 30 
percent less than in January 1945, 
and about 40 percent below prewar 
levels. Production of creamery but- 
ter in February is estimated as about 
30 percent below February 1945 lev- 
els. Output of American Cheddar 
cheese during January was 13 per- 
cient below that in January 1945, but 
above prewar. Production of evap- 
orated milk fell below that in Janu- 
ary 1945, but was larger than in any 
year prior to 1941. Production of 
skim milk products in January, con- 
tinued at high levels. 

Dairy subsidies which have been 
used since 1942 to encourage a high 
level of milk production without in- 
creasing prices to consumers have 
taken three forms: 


(1) Dairy production payments di- 
rect to producers. 

(2) Processor subsidies on cheese 
and butter. 

(3) Purchase and resale of fluid 
milk (Class I) in 13 metropoli- 
tan centers. 


During 1943 these three subsidies 
accounted for about 4 percent of 
farmer’s cash income from dairy 
products, about 15 percent in 1944 
and 16 percent in 1945, totaling 
about 600 million dollars in 1945. 

Domestic casein supplies will con- 
tinue short of demand during 1946. 
U. S. production in 1945 was only

like these under average farm condi- 
tions, dairymen in the Ozarks will al- 
ways be able to buy bulls that will 
increase the production in their 
herds. 

Buy Good Bulls 


Thomson would tell you that that 
is the way to step up production in 
your herd, to always keep buying 
bulls from outstanding cows, cows 
that produce an unusually large 
amount of milk and butter. High pro- 
duction in the daughter is inherited 
from the sire and he inherits ability 
to transmit high production ability 
from his mother. 

The second thing that Thomson 
emphasizes in building a profitable 
dairy herd is to provide plenty of 
seasonal pastures. He values per- 
manent pastures in their place which 
is just two months in the spring and 
two months in the winter and keep- 
ing off of them only to mow the 
weeds the rest of the year. He uses 
small grain for fall, winter and early 
spring pasture. He has found that 
small grain and lespedeza make an 
excellent combination for spring and 
summer pasture has proved very sat- 
isfactory. He has found sweet clover 
an excellent pasture. He tries to 
plan his pasture system so that 
eight to ten months of the year his 
cows can go out in the field and har- 
vest crops for themselves. That is 
the cheapest way in Thomson’s opin- 
ion to produce milk and butter and 
at the same time get an increased 
yield. 

The next thing that Thomson em- 
phasizes is to produce plenty of good 
legume hay of the right quality, cut- 
ting it in the right stage and get it 
into the barn before the sun takes 
the color and the quality out of the 
hay. He prefers alfalfa but uses les- 
pedeza occasionally. 


The next step Thomson emphasizes 
is silage. He thinks that these three 
things are the key to the feed situa- 
tion. When labor is short and land 
to raise it on is short he buys the 
grain instead of trying to produce it. 

To sum this up, the average cow in 
Missouri produces about 200 pounds 
of butterfat and 4000 pounds of 
milk. One of his Holstein cows is 
producing almost four times as much 
milk as the average cow in Missouri 
produces. He thinks the key to pro- 
fitable dairying in the Ozarks must 
start with high producing cows. Mr. 
Thomson is president of the Missouri 
Holstein-Friesian Association.

COW NUMBERS REDUCED MOST 
IN BUTTERFAT AREAS 

Regionally, the sharpest decreases 
in number of milk, cows during 1945 
occurred in the West North Central 
States, where milk is sold primarily 
as butterfat and where hog numbers 
have increased most. In South Da- 
kota, Nebraska, and Kansas, where 
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decreases of 9 to 10 percent in milk 
cow numbers occurred during the 
year, hog numbers—reflecting an in- 
crease in the fall pig crop—were 15 
to 23 percent higher on January 1, 
1946 than on the previous January 
10. In areas specializing in produc- 
tion for sale of whole milk and areas 
surrounding the large fluid milk- 
sheds; the decrease in milk cow 
numbers in 1945 was less than aver- 
age. In North Atlantic and East 
North Central regions, declines of 
only 1 percent occurred. In Wiscon- 
sin, which produces about 13 per- 
cent of the total U. S. production, 
milk cow numbers increased slightly. 





New York ranked third among 
the nation’s top  milk-producing 
states in 1945, with a production of 
8.1 billion pounds. Wisconsin was 
first, and Minnesota second.

They picked Ormsby 
Sensation as a young calf from the 
Erickson herd before his family came 
to their full fame and sold him for 
a long price to Beaver Dam Stock 
Farm in New York. They picked up 
Marathon Ormsby Fobes, the son of 
Wisconsin Fobes 6th by Marathon 
Bess Burke and bred from him, 
among others, the All-Time All- 
American Ellenvale Bonheur Orms- 
by Posch 3rd. Later they picked a 
young calf from Carnation named 
Carnation Perfection Triumph, and 
his dam, Carnation Homestead Mu- 
tual De Kol, came on later to be the 
highest record daughter of Governor 
with two records over 1200 lbs. fat. 
Accordingly, when Ernest Sloan and 
Art Johnson, hits neighbor, pick out 
a bull we are inclined to watch his 
further development quite closely. 


About the first of April, 1945, a 
new herd sire moved in, six months 
of age at the time, sired by Wiscon- 
sin Admiral Burke Lad and from 
Pabst Moncade Prilly Wayne, daugh- 
ter of Pabst Cascade Prilly Wayne 
by Montvic Pabst Rag Apple. This 
bull who is named Pabst Burke 
Wayne, is a 3-4 brother to Pabst 
Roamer and Pabst Regal, present 
herd sires as Pabst Farms. A full 
sister of Pabst Burke Wayne is now 
making a nice 2-year-old record of 
about 650 lbs. fat, on 3X, This bull 
is owned by Sloan, Johnson, and 
Ralph Wayne, now of the University 
of Minnesota, and his brothers, John, 
running Ralph’s farm, and Jim 
Wayne on the home farm of the 
late Anton J. Wayne. The Waynes 
have been using another son of 
“Burke” from a daughter of Sir 
Bess Ormsby Fobes 73rd, and re- 
port outstanding calves sired by 
him. 


As this bull can be used only lim- 
ited in these four herds another 
herd jsire was procured from the 
University of Nebraska. This bull 
was purchased by Ralph Heminway, 
Arthur B. Johnson and Ernest Sloan. 
Heminway is just starting a fine 
herd mostly carrying Carnation 
blood lines. This bull is sired by 
Carnation Concentrator, a son of 
Director from an 828-lb. daughter 
of Sir Inka May. The dam of this 
new herd sire is a daughter of Car- 
nation Sunnyslope Governor, the bull 
who rated next to his sire, Governor 


of Carnation, on the Honor List last 
year, The dam made 529 lbs. fat in 
2X and classified ‘““Very Good’’, as a 
two-year-old. The second dam has 
several good records up to 665 lbs. 
fat on 2X with her first seven lac- 
tations totalling over 4100 lbs. fat 
and 114,000 lbs. milk and is still 
going strong with a sound udder. 


After the sale of Carnation Topper, 
they decided to go back to Carnation 
again for another bull as they have 
been very much pleased with the 
three Carnation bulls they have had 
in their group and have recently 
taken delivery on Carnation Invader, 
now just turned a year old. He is 
sired by Black Magic and the dam 
is Carnation Heilo Inka Princess, a 
daughter of Imperial making a fine 
heifer record and her dam, Carna- 
tion Homestead Princess Inka with 
1245 lbs. fat with a 4.4% test. In- 
vader is a very smooth rumped bull 
showing dairy temperament through- 
out and the only disappointment of 
his owners is the fact that the dam 
is one of those drafted from Carna- 
tion for the Curtiss Candy Classic. 
They are, of course, hoping that she 
goes into a good herd where her de- 
velopment will be continued, Invader 
is owned jointly by Mr. Sloan and 
Mr. Johnson.
